Trifi original idea of this Work arofe from a 
Gentleman* to whom the Navy is in no final! 
degree indebted for many improvements in 
Na^al Tatties, and for the only treatife of au- 
thority as yet publifhed on the fubjeft of Naval 
Courts Martial, and the manufeript of the prefent 
Volume was by him brought down to the end 
of the year 1792. 

It muft often have appeared extraordinary to 
Profeffional men, that whilft laws on other 
tubje&s of lefs comparative Intereft have been 
well digefted and explained, the Marine Law 
of fb renowned a Maritime Power as Great 
Britain ihould dill . continue difperfed amid a 
number of voluminous folios ; or if in part coL 
lefted (as is the cafe with the Statutes relative 
to. the Admiralty), that the opportunity of 
acquiring a knowledge of them ihould be 
exclufively confined to the Flag Officers and 
Captains of His Majefty’s Navy. ‘ J

' T6 obviate theft:' objections, ahd to diffuft 
itvore generally^ the principles of. the Marine" 
Laws, hitherto confined, to particular claffes 
Of the Navy, the prefent publication was com- 
menced, aijd advataced.up to a certain period:’ 
But other avocations preventing, the Author 
from completing, his defign, the. manufcrjpt 
was liberally prefen ted to the prefent Editor, to 
introduce fi^ch alterations and additions asmigh^ 
be deemed neceflary, and to bring down the 
feveral A<fts of Parliament to. the prefent date. 

With refpedt to the utility of a publication of 
this nature to thofe perfons who are immedi- 
ately interefted in the operation of. the Law^ 
here abftra&ed, any .introductory obfervatioa 
wpuld Be fuperfluous* The elegant and learned 
Author of the Commentaries has obferved* 
“ that 4 knowledge of the Law is an indif- 
penfable part of education in a country -where 
it js an eftablifhed maxim, that igmrance pf tbt 
law exeufes no man , and where a law :is fuppofed 
to be promulgated the moment it is enadted.’* 
The Tuperior officers of His .Majeft.y’s Navy 
are therefore 'peculiarly interefted in thoroughly 
comprehending thefe Liws, .which it is their 
province - to enforce 1 end -execute, otherwise 
that Navigation and Conliherce;of which, they 
sire the executive guardians wovfid he injured 
and impeded. - •! 
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, fist it is nototdy to the fupericr officers of the 
Navy that a knowledge of the Marine Laws is, 
nccefery, hut to that, dais of Gentlemen upon 
thequarter-deck who, merely as a term . of 
diftinftion, are denominated Petty Officers, 
that the ftudy pf the Marine Laws becomes in- 
difpenfably neceflary, becaufe in many in ftances 
they alio are to enforce the laws, and to aft as 
officers of the Re venues by feizing veffels not 
Conforming to the regulations preferibed. 

For the ufe, then, of fuch.whom inclination 
or profeffionql habits may lead to confultthe 
feveral fubjefts here enumerated, the prefent 
Compendium of Marine Law has been compiled, 
arranged, and digeiled. For greater facility of 
reference, the alphabetical order of arrange- 
ment has been adopted, the feveral Afts have 
been given (fome few infences excepted) in 
the chronological order in which they have been 
enafted, and the numerical references to the 
Afts, and the fubfence of the rejpeftive claufes, 
have been placed in the margi^j fo that whilft 
this work contains the Spirit of the Marine 
Laws fufficiently dilated to'be praftically ufeful, 
at the fame time it will ferve as a copious Inde^ 
tothofe who wiih more minutely and at large 
tpconfult any particular Aft. 
o';ln detailing. riie feveral Afts, the technical 
formalities of legiflation have been every where 
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rejected, vtfiilft at the fam6 time the very word* 
of every claufe in the refpediva original A&s 
have been adopted, as heft calculated to point 
'Out more particularly the p recite meaning of 
the Legiflature. L 

With refpedt to the mode in which the per- 
fon entrufted with the charge of bringing this 
Work forward has conducted it, it may be ne- 
ceflary to obferve, that profeflional ftudies and 
practice as a Solicitor, added to the General 
Theory of Britifh Jurifpradence, which (till 
difappointment puthed him afide) he once 
ftudied with a view to the higher branches of 
the Profeffion, may not have rendered him alto- 
gether ineligible to complete this undertaking ; 
in which he has endeavoured to concentrate, as 
much as was confiftent with perfpicuity, and 
introduced as much variety as the fcale pre- 
ferred to him would admit. Thus where 
the ftatutes have been directory, and not 
only enad pofitively what ftiall be done* hut 
preferibe the mode of doing it j and where the 
lubjed has been of particular intereft to the 
numerous clafles for whom the work is calcu- 
lated, the feveral claufes of the Ads containing 
the law upon the refpedrve heads have been 
more copioufly, and it is hoped inftrudively, 
detailed. Hence the head Fisheries, al- 
though filling a confiderable Jpace, will not 
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VII 


appear to have, occupied too. much •attention, 
when the comparative importance of the fubjedt 
(hall be deliberately weighed and fairly efti- 
mated. The head alfo denominated Seamen’s 
Wages is for the fame reafon copious j and 
that of Prizes, which during the prefent war 
has been a more particular objedl of intereft in 
the Navy, has been detailed much more than 
it is prefumed can be found in any other publi- 
cation. 

Confidered, therefore, as a book of practical 
inftrudtion to Officers of the Navy and Revenue, 
Merchants, Mailers of Merchantmen, and all 
perfons in any degree connected with Shipping, 
and even in that Profeffion to which the Editor 
has the honour to belong, it may be confidered 
not only as a copious Index to the Marine 
Statutes, but as an analyfis of every claufe they 
contain ; and as the Writer of this is confcious 
of having omitted no point of information which 
his legal refearches could furnifh confident with 
the limited fpace affigned, he comes forward 
before the Tribunal of Criticifm, neither appre- 
henfive of the utility of the defign, nor alhamed 
of the mode in which it has been executed.

ITS tOWBR AND JURISDICTION. 

T O enter into remote researches, relative to the origin 
and antiquity of the office of Lord High Admiral, 
^ould be far from the purpofe of the prefent publication. 
To prevent therefore any difappointment, the readers, for 
Whofe practical inftrudtion this book is intended, are in- 
formed in limine what this undertaking fubftanlially is, and 
what fpecies of information it is intended to- convey. 

In fubftance, then, this publication is intended as an 
abridgment of all the a&s contained in the quarto edition 
of the Statutes relating to the Admiralty, with the intro- 
duction of other appropriate heads, and feveral additions 
made to the Marine Laws to the prefent time, arranged 
in a method, which for facility of reference and practical 
effedt, it is fuggefted, is fuperior to the Statutes relat- 
ing to the Admiralty. 

Its objedt is to comprize all the Marine Adis down to 
the prefent date; to convey practical inftrudtions upon all 
the numerous topics which thefe adts embrace ; and to 
diffufe more generally a knowledge of the Marine Laws, 
which hitherto, comprized in the Admiralty Statutes, was 
acceflible only to the flag officers and command rs of the 
Royal Navy. Leaving, therefore, thofc remoter refearchcs, 
calculated only to gratify antiquarian enriofity, it is fuf- 
ficicnt in this plane to remark, "that the 'Marine Law wap 

b ' 
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formerly known more from its own practice than the Law 
Books * ; that the office of Lord High Admiral, and the 
court over which he prefided, were of fuch high antiquity, 
and his powers fo very unlimited, that they feem rather ta 
have been negativity than pojitively defined ; and we find 
the Legiflature interpofing at varipus periods to limit and 
define his powers and jurifdi&ioq. 


Repeated clamours and complaints having 
been made, that the admirals and their de-, 
putics had held their fefiions within divers 
places of the realm, as well within fraqchifes ast 
without, thereby affiiming greater authority 
than belonged to their office, to the prejudice, 
of the king, in violation of the common law — •. 
to the diminution of various franchifes, and 
deftrudtion and impoveriffiment of the people ;.

{ >radtice ; proceedings which, in the nervous 
anguage of legiflation, were ** to the great 
prejudice of lords of franchifes in diminifhing

Not only any one or more of the commif- 
lioners for the time being, named in the com- 
miffion of oyer and terminer for the trying of 
offences committed within the jurifdi&ion of 
the admiralty ; but alfo any one or more of the 
juftices of the peace for the time being, are 
authorized and empowered, from time to time, 
to take informations of any witneffes, in writing, 
upon oath, touching any murder, piracy, felony, 
or robbery, committed within the jurifdidtion ot 
the admiralty j and thereupon, if fuch commif- 
fioners or juftices fhall fee caufe, by warrant 
under their hand and feal, to caufe fuch perfon 
or perfons fo accufed to be apprehended and 
committed to the gaol of the county or place 
where fuch information fhall have been taken, 
there to remain until difeharged by due courfo 
of law. 

Commiffioners, or juftices of the peace, may 
bind all perfons whom they fhall judge neccflary 
to profecute and give evidence, againft fuch 
perfon or perfons as fhall be fo committed, to 
pnter into recognizance to appear at the then 
next feffion held for the jurifdi6tion of the 
admiralty,to profecute apdgive evidcnceagainft 
fuch perfon or perfons ns fhall have been fq 
committed. 

Perfons refufing to enter into fuch recogni- 
zances to be committed until the next feffion 
of admiralty fhall be held, or until they fhall 
enter into fuch recognizances as are required t

CIVIL JURISDICTION. 

THE Proceedings of the Court of Admiralty are ac- 
cording to the method of the ecclefiaftical courts, and held 
at the lame place. — It is no court of record ; and an appeal 
from its decifion lies to the court of delegates. 

Appeals from the vice-admiralty courts in America, 
and our other fettlements abroad, which are branches 
of this court, may be brought before the court of 
admiralty here, or before the king in council. 

The advantages refulting to mariners from filing in the 
court of admiralty are, ill, That all may join in a fuit for 
wages, whereby the expence is confiderably leflened, which 
cannot be done in the courts of law ; and, adly, The {hip 
itfelf is refponfible in the admiralty, and not the owners. 
So far is this principle carried, that if a matter defigning.to 
go a voyage, hires and takes on board fcamen for that pur- 
pofe, and afterwards the owners difagree about lending the 
fhip upon that voyage ; and the feamen are thereupon dis- 
charged ; they have the fame remedy in the admiralty for 
their wages as if the fhip had actually gone the voyage. 
But it is to be obferved, that this privilege of fuing in the 
court of admiralty is confined only to mates and mariners, 
and does not extend to the matter, for the matter’s contrail 
is founded upon the credit of the owner , and that of the 
mariner upon the credit of the Jhip. 

CRIMINAL JURISDICTION. 

The judge of the admiralty prefides in this court, as the 
deputy of the lord high admiral ; and the court may be 
held in any place. — Of the commiffioners nominated by 
the lord chancellor, two common law judges are conftantly 
appointed. — Although the judges try the prilbner, yet the 
judge of the admiralty always prefides, in the fame manner 
as the lord mayor at the feflions held within the city of 
London, 
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By the late a 61 of 39 Geo. 3. it is enacted, That all 
offences committed upon the high Teas, out of the body of 
any county, (hall be, and are declared to be, offences of the 
tame naiture refpe<5tively, and liable to the fame punith- 
ments refpe&ively, as if they had been committed upon 
the (hore. — So that all offences committed on the high 
Teas are now to be heard and determined before a jury, as 
at common law *.

The feveral a< 5 ts, of which abftrafts arc hereafter fub- 
joined, point out the mode by which parifh officers may 
bind poor apprentices to the fea fervice, regulate the forms 
of the indentures, declarethe privileges of fucli apprentices, 
their mode of affignment, their wages ; in fhort, every falu- 
tary regulation of their conduct, while ferving on board of 
merchantmen, which may tend to make them experienced 
teamen, and qualified for the Britifh navy. 

In framing thefe a<fts, the wifdom and found policy of

JN proportion as the Navy advanced in confequcnce, 
it became the wifdom of the legiflature, to make fuch 
regulations, as were molt confident with the intereft 
of the Teamen, and conformable to the internal regulations 
of the maritime ftate. — To know the laws that bind us in 
the fociety of which we are members is the duty of every 
individual. Crimes are cxprefsly defined, and their pu- 
riithments accurately pointed out, in the fyftem of criminal 
jurifprudcnce, as it is adminiftered on fhore : it was there- 
fore but juft, from the numbers and confequcnce of thofe 
valuable men who navigate our floating bulwarks, and 
who confiitute a diftindt clafs of the community, under 
the denomination of the maritime ftate, that they alfo, 
while difperfed over the ocean, fhould have a diftindt code 
ot Laws and Regulations for their conduct whilft on board. 

Previous to the pafling of the adt of the 22d of his 
late majefty, c. 33. various adts of parliament had been 
made for enforcing naval difeipline ; but they were too 
much fcattered, and at the fame time not fufficiently com- 
prehenfive. Accordingly, for want of precife rules to 
regulate naval difeipline, we find, that not only the 
commanders of his majefty’s navy were uncertain as to the 
degree of the offence and meafure of punifhment, but alto 
the feamen were ignorant of the punifhment they were to 
fuffer, as well as unacquainted with thofe rules of moral 
regulation which it was their duty, becaufe it was their 
happinefs, to obferve.

SB lo blending pofitive and definite ruled of 
action, with difcretionary powers that while the 
teaman thoroughly knows the laws which are to 
regulatehis moral condu6t,a difcretionary power 
is veiled in the breait of his judges froth thofb 
circumftances of palliation which may arife in 
the almoil infinite variety of moral agericy, to 
adapt the fcale of punifhment to the exadt 
meafure of the fpecific offence ; art advantage 
which the civil courts of criminal jurilprudence, 
bound down by pofitive law, do not poflefs, 
and which has long been the grand defidetatum 
of criminal legiflation. 

As this head is peculiarly intcrefling to naval 
readers, it will doubtlcfs be acceptable to give 
a brief analyfis of the articles of war ( as clalied 
by the author of the “ Treatife on Naval Courts 
“ Martial," whofe profeffional habits and 
inclination enabled him to underfland, and to 
collect, much information upon the fubjedl he 
treats of; and from the work alluded to, 
copious extracts will be found under the fub- 
fequent head of Courts Martial. 

From the time of the court of chivalry being 
abridged of its criminal jurifdidtion, until after 
the reftoration of Charles the Second, no 
regular court for the adminiftration of martial 
law in the navy, appears to have been eflablifhed. 
By the flatute 13 Car. 2. c. 9. exprefs rules, 
articles, and orders, were firft enadted, by au- 
thority of parliament, for the better keeping up 
a regular difeipline in his majefty’s navy 5 and 
by the 21 Geo. 2. c. 43. and 19 Geo. 3. c. 1 7. 
thefe afts have been altered, amended, and new 
modelled. 

In thefe articles almoil every poffible offence 
is fet down., and the puniftiment annexed ; 
m which refpedt the fcamcn have much the

advantage over their brethren in the land 
lervice, whofe articles of war are not enacted 
by parliament, but framed from time to time at 
the pleafure of the crown ; which, with regard 
to military offences, hath a foie and almoft abr 
folute legiflative power. For by the Mutiny 
ACl annually pafted, for punching mutiny and 
defertion, and for the better payment of the 
army and their quarters, “ his majefty may 
form articles of war, and conftitute rourts 
,f [partial, with power tp try any crime by fuch 
f( articles, and infliCt penalties by fentencc or 
“ judgment of the fame.” Mutiny A6t, art,

The fevcral offences fpecificd in the article^ 
of war, and the punilhments annexed to them, 
arc flrongly analogous to the criminal laws of 
the land denominated by the appellation of 
picas of the crown. 

The offences comprehended and fpecified in 
the naval articles of war, may, for the fake of 
perfpicuity, be clafled or diftributed under the 
following general heads :

The fecond divifion of crimes comprizes

IN THE INLAND NAVIGATION. 

It having been thought expedient by the 
legiflature to afeertain the quantity of veflels 
employed in the inland trade, and the number 
of men retained in navigating the fame, it was 
enacted as follows :

The various thefts committed upon the River Thames 
repeatedly called for legiflative interpofition to protect the 
^ property on board of veflels. Accordingly thefe Adts con- 
tain tome very ftrong, but at the fame time neceflary, 
meafures for bringing offenders committing depreda- 
tions in bum-boats, and their accomplices, fpeedily to 
juftice. 

Thte intfercourfe between teamen and the there ; and the 
facility with which the fhip’s ftores might be conveyed 
away ; rendered thefe adls peculiarly neceflary. In fub- 
ttance they therefore enadt, that bum-boats thall be 
Iicenfed ; the names and numbers of the owners entered at 
the office of the Trinity-Houfe, and placed in a confpi- 
cuous place in every refpedlive boat, with a view more 
eafily to afeertain and more certainly to convidt offenders 
againft thefe adls. — They prohibit the taking in change, 
bartering, or unlawfully receiving any goods of veflels in 
the river ; ehadt penalties upon perfons guilty of offences ; 
point out the perfons who fhall have power to apprehend 
upon fufpicion ; extend and define the powers of the ma- 
giftrates to commit ; and the punifhment to be inflidted.

and detain all perfons then on board fuch boat,

or part of any cargo or lading, ftolcn or unlaw- 
fully procured from or out of any {hip or vettel 
in the river, and alfo apprehend and detain any 
perfon or perfons fo fuipedted, and carry them 
before a juftice' of the peace ; who, on not 
giving an account how they came by the fame 
to the fatisfa6tion of fuch juftice, fhall be deem- 
ed and adjudged guilty of a mifdctneanor, and 
the boat and loading, 011 fuch conviction, be 
forfeited and difpofed of. 

Conftables, beadles, and watchmen on duty,

but juft that the fame punHhment fhould be inflidted.— 
In point of value, (hips are frequently fuperior to boufes t 
and as impeding them in their repairs, or in any way ob- 
ftrudting them, might be produdtive of confiderable injury, 
an adt was pafled, not only for preventing them from 
being burned or deftroyed, but alfo from being in any de- 
gree, impeded ormolefted.

mit any wilful Perjury ; and the other made in 
the fecond year of the reign of his prefent 
majdty, intituled, An A£l for the preventing and 
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farther Punijhment of Forgery , Perjury , and Sub- 
ornation of Perjury ; and to make it Felony to Jleal 
Bonds , Notes , or other Securities for Payment of 
Money, 

And be it further enacted, by the authority 
aforefaid, that in every information or indict- 
ment to be profecuted by virtue of this aCt for 
any <fuch offence, it {hall be fufficient to fet 
forth the offence charged upon the defendant, 
without fetting forth the commiffion or autho- 
rity for holding the court martial, and without 
fetting forth the particular matter tried, or 
dircCled or intended to be tried before fuch 
court. 

No fentcnce of death given by any court 
martial held within the narrow Teas (except in 
cafes of mutiny) (hall be put in execution till 
after the report of the proceeding of the faid 
court fhall have been made to the lord high 
admiral, or the commiflioners for executing 
the office of lord high admiral, and his or their 
directions fhall have been given therein ; and 
if the faid court {hall have been held beyond 
the narrow feas, then fuch fcntence of death 
{hall not be carried into execution but by order 
of the commander of the fleet or fquadron 
wherein fentcnce was pafled ; and in cafes 
where fentcnce of death ihall be pafled in any 
fquadron detached from any other fleet or 
fquadron upon a feparate lervice, then fuch 
fentencc of death (except in cafes of mutiny) 
fhall not be put in execution but by order 
of the commander of the fleet or fquadron 
from which fuch detachment fhall have been 
made, or of the lord high admiral, or com- 
miffioners for executing the office of lord high 
admiral ; and in cafes where fentcnce of death 
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uCtatcj). (hall be paffed in any court martial held by the 
fenior officer of five or more of his majefty’s 
thips which (hall happen to meet together in 
foreign parte, purfuant to the power herein- * 
before given, then fuch (entencc of death 
(except in cafes of mutiny) (hall not be carried 
into execution but by order of the lord high 
admiral, or commiflioncrs for executing the 
office of lord high admiral. 

advoote The judge advocate for the time being ofany 
r,rr. or his deputy, (hall have full power and 

authority, and is hereby required, to adminificr 
to, an oat j, to an y w i{ n efs -at any trial by court 
martial ; and in the abfence of the judge advo- 
cate and his deputy, the court martial (hall 
have full power and authority to appoint any 
perfon to execute the office of judge advo- 
cate.

G f f uc b of his majefty’s fhipsasfhall be wrecked, 
or be otherwife loft or deftroyed ; and all the 
command, power, and authority, given to the 
officers of the faid (hip or (hips (hall remain and 
be in full force as effectually as if fuch (hip or 
ffiips to which they did belong were not fo 
wrecked, loft, or deftroyed, until they (hall be 
regularly difeharged from his majefty’s further 
lerviee, or removed into fome other of his 
majefty’s (hips of war, or until a court martial 
(hull be held, purfuant to the cuftom of the 
navy in fuch cafes, to enquire into the caufes 
of the lofs of the faid (hip or (hips; and. if 
upon fuch enquiry it (hall appear, by the 
(entencc of the court martial, that all or any 
of the.- officers or feamen of the faid (hip or 
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lhips did their utmoft-to* prcferve, get off, or 
recover the faid (hip or lhips, and lince the loft 
thereof have behaved themfelves obediently to 
their fuperior officers, according to the difcipline 
of the navy, and the laid articles and orders 
herein-before eftablilhcd, then all the pay and 
wages of the faid officers and feamen, or of 
fuch of them as Ihall have done their duty as 
aforelaid, Ihall continue and goon, and be paid 
to the time of their difeharge or death ; or if 
they Ihall be then alive, to the time of the 
holding of fuch court martial, or removal into 
tome other of his majefty’s lhips of war ; and 
every fuch officer and fcaman of any of his 
majefty’s lhips of war, who, after the wreck or 
lofs of his lhip, Ihall a<5t contrary to the difci- 
pline of the navy, and the feveral articles and 
orders herein before cftablilhed,or any of them, 
Ihall be fentenccd by the faid court martial, 
and punilhedas if the (hip to which he did be- 
long was not fo wrecked, loft, or deftroyed. 

All the pay and wages of fuch officers and 
fearnen of any of his majefiy’s lhips as are taken 
by the enemy, and upon enquiry at a court 
martial Ihall appear,, by the fentence of the faid 
court, to have done their utmoft to defend the 
faid lhip or lhips, and lince the taking thereof 
to have behaved themfelves obediently to their 
fuperior officers, according to the difcipline of 
the navy, and the faid articles and orders 
herein-before eftablilhed, Ihall continue and 
go on, and be paid, from the time of their being 
fo taken to the time of the holding of fuch 
court martial, or until they Ihall be regularly 
difeharged from his majefly’s fervice, or re- 
moved into fome other of his maj^lty’s lhips 
of war, or (if they Ihall die in captivity, or not 
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live to the time of the holding of fuch court 
martial) to the time of their death, in fuch 
manner, and not otherwife, as if the laid fhip 
or (hips to which they did belong refpedtively 
■was not, or were not, fo taken. 

No perfon or perfons not flying from juftice 
fhall be tried or punifhed by any court martial 
for any offence committed againft this adt, 
unlefs the complaint of fuch offence be made 
in writing to the lord high admiral, or to the 
commiflioners for executing the office of lord 
high admiral for the time being, or any com- 
mander in chief of his majefty’s fquadrons or 
fhips empowered to hold courts martial, or 
unlefs a court martial to try fuch offender 
fhall be ordered by the faid lord high admiral, 
or the faid commiflioners, or the faid com- 
mander in chief, either within three years after 
fuch offence fhall be committed, or within one 
year after the return of the fhip or of the fqua- 
dron to which fuch offender fhall belong, into 
any ports of Great Britain or Ireland, or within 
one year after the return of fuch offender into 
Great Britain or Ireland. 

By the 29 Geo. 2. c. 27. all the articles, 
orders, powers, authorities, claufes, matters, and 
things, contained in the above adt of 22 Geo. 
2. c. 33. fhall be deemed to be in full force, 
and fhall be obferved and executed for the trial 
and punifhment of all offences fpecified therein, 
which fhall be committed by any officers, 
feamen, or other perfons refpediively, who 
fhall ferve on board of any of his majefty’s fhips 
or vcflels employed in or upon fuch lakes, 
great waters, or rivers, in North America , as 
' fully and effectually, to all intents and purpofes, 
'as if the fame had been committed upon 
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the main fea, or in great rivers, beneath the firft 
bridges of the faid rivers nigh to the fea, or in 
any haven, river, or creek, within the jurifdic- 
tion of the admiralty of Great Britain. 


AS the Forms of Proceeding at Naval Courts 
Martial from the Arreft to the Execution 
may be interefting to our readers, we have 
made copious extracts from M‘Arthur’s 
Treatife,the only book, of authority publithed 
on the fubjedt. 

PREVIOUS to any complaint or accufation M<A«hor on 
by the commanding officer of the ffiip, it is 
fuppofed, that the offender is under arreft, or 95 , 9 6,’ M163I 
in cuftody. The particular fadts charged, and 
ih what manner committed, with the time and 
place, are directed to be fpecified in all com- 
plaints for bringing offenders to trial by court 
martial, upon fimilar principles as is directed 
by courts of law in all indidtments. The time 
may be very material, where there is any limita- 
tion in point of time affigned for the profecu- 
tion of offenders, as is the cafe in courts 
martial by 22 Geo. 2. c. 33. f. 23. which enadts. 

That no perfon not flying from juftice thall 
be tried or punithed by any court martial 
for any offence, unlefs the complaint of fuch 
offence be made in writing, or unlefs a court 
martial to try fuch offender thall be ordered 
within three . years after the offence thall be 
committed, or within, one year after the re- 
turn of the lhip into any of the ports of Great 
Britain or Ireland. 
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m* A rthur on The place is ncceflary to be named, in order 

Navai^court* a f C ert a j n that the ciime was committed 
within the jurifdidtion of the court. 

Bi.com.ToUy. The offence itfclf ought to be fet forth with 
p ’ 3 ' cleamefs and certainty ; and , the fame rule 
(hould be obferved in complaints or accu tat ions 
againft offenders as is pradtifed in courts of law 
in indidtments, where, in fome crimes, particu-* 
lar words of art inuft be ufed, which are to 
appropriated by the law to exprefs the prccile 
idea which it entertains of the offence, that no 
other words, however fynonymous they may 
feem, are capable of doing. Thus in cafes of 
mutiny, the fadts muft be faid to be done “ in a 
“ mutinous or Jeditious manner.” If an accufa- 
tion of murder, it is necelfary to fay, that the 
party accufed “ murdered, not killed.” If with 
an intent to murder, it is neceflary to fay, 
“ did in a wilful and malicious manner,” &c. 
And in all other offences, it is a rule to adhere 
to the words appropriated to them in the adt of 
parliament, or different articles' of war, under 
which they fall. 

In Great Britain or Ireland, any complaint or 
accufation is to be tranfmitted by the com- 
' mander in chief, or fenior officer, to the lords 
commiffioners of the admiralty, who thereupon 
iffue an order or commiflion for aflembling a 
court martial to try the party accufed ; and the 
order may be diredted to the firfi, fecond, or 
third in command, as may be found mod expe- 
dient, and for the good of his majefty’s fcrvicc ; 
and fuch flag officer or captain fo diredted fhall 
prefide at filch court martial. 

In the abfence of the judge advocate, or his 
deputy, it is ufual for the officer who is diredted 
to aliemble the court martial, in this (tage of 
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the procedure, to nominate Tome perfon to M<Arttmr « 
officiate as judge advocate on the occation ; 
and in which appointment, according to the 
continuation of the fiatute before quoted, a 
majority of the members, when the court is 
atlembled, thould concur. 

The pretident likewife appoints a perfon to 
officiate as provoft-marfhal on the occation, 
who is to take the party accufed into enftody, 
to produce him at the time of trial, and to keep 
him until he (hall be delivered by due courfe of 
law. 

The commander in chief iffiies memoran- 
dums of notice, or fummonfe?, to the refpedtive 
flag officers and captains of the thips of the 
fquadron then and there prefent, announcing a 
court martial to be held on board of a particular 
thip on a Hated day. At the fame time he 
directs the pretident to aflcmble the court at 
the place and time accordingly, and to give 
notice to the refpeblive flag officers, that they 
may attend in like manner. He likewife iffiies 
a memorandum to the captain of the thip on 
board of which the court is to be atlembled, 
that he may make the cflablifhed fignal for a 
court martial at the given hour of the day ap- 
pointed. 

The judge advocate, or the perfon appointed 
to officiate upon that occation, is to give the 
perfon accufed timely notice of bis intended 
trial, and an attetled copy of the charge or accu- 
tation exhibited againft him, that he may pre- 
pare for his defence ; and he thould likewife 
fummons the feveral witnefles (being pertons 
fubjedl to the jurifdi&ion of the admiralty), 
who may be called upon to give evidence, 
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either in fupport of the charge, or in defence of 
the party accufed. 

As foon as all the officers who are to confti- 
tute the court are aflemblcd, at the time and 
place appointed ; if any member have abfcnted 
himfelf through ill health, the fame is to be 
minutely certified to the court ; and the fur- 
geon of the (hip, while fuch member commands, 
mu ft attend, that he may atteft upon oath, if 
required, the truth of his inability through ill 
health : thould he decline fo doing, and the 
other teftimonials be deemed inadmiffible, tho 
members then aflemblcd may immediately 
break up, as not being authorized to form a 
court and difpcnfe with the non-attendance of 
a member not legally excufed. The reafons * 
are to be ftated in a letter to the admiralty, 
figned by all the members aftembled for the 
purpote of conftituting a court agreeably to no- 
tice and fignal. 

On the other hand, where the teftimonials o« 
a member’s inability to attend are admitted, tho 
court may be formed, and the judge advocate 
takes the fadt down in the minutes, immediately 
after the names of the members prefent in tho 
form preferibed. 

The members being fcated to right and left 
of the prefident, according to feniority, and the 
judge advocate facing him at the bottom of tho 
table, the prefident is to caufe the party accufed 
to be brought into court, attended by the 
provoft-marfhal ; and all the witnefles, as well 
in fupport of the charge as in the prifoner’s 
defence, and every other perfon who ihall 
choofe, being admitted, the judge advocate, 
{landing up, reads the order for atlembling tho 
court, and likewife the order or warrant of his 
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own appointment : he then admin ifters to the M'Arthor on 
refpeftive members the oath prefcribed by aft ^ 4 i v ^' jl C 0urO 
of parliament ; and afterwards the prefident 
of the court adminifters to the judge advocate 
the cuftomary oath oi'fecrecy prefcribed by the 
ftatute. 

The judge advocate thenreadsthe letter of ac- 
culation or charge againft the prifoncr ; and all 
the witnefles arc then ordered to withdraw, ex- 
cept the firft that the profecutor means to pro- 
duce in fupport of the charge, who remains in 
court, and to whom the judge advocate admini- 
fters the ufual oath. As the oath adminiftered to 
the witnefles is not only that which he depofes 
(hall be true, but that he (hall alfo depofe the 
whole truth, he is not to conceal any part of 
what he knows, whether interrogated particu- 
larly to that point or not. The prefident of * 
the court martial ufually defires him to relate 
what he knows refpefting the charge againft 
the prifoner ; and afterwards the members, 
with the approbation of the prefident, put fuch 
interrogatories as they may think proper and 
necefiary for inveftigating the truth. 

By the common law, it is a fettled rule, that 
no coun(el (hall be allowed to a prifoner upon 
his trial (or any capital crime (except in the cafe 
of high treafon) upon the general iflue ; but 
though no counfel is allowed to plead in behalf 
of any prifoner arraigned for any capital crime, 
it is neverthelefs ufual for the judge to permit 
fuch prifoner to have a counfel to examine the 
witnefles, both on the part of the crown, and in 
exculpation of the prifoner. This is always 
allowed with refpeft to matters of fa£l ; and as 
to matters of law arifing on the trial, prifoners 
g 4 
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are upon all occaflons entitled to the aifi dance 
of counfcl. 

In analogous conformity to this principle, it 
is the pradtice at courts martial to indulge the 
prifoner with counlel, who may fit or fland near 
him, and indrudt him what queftions to aik 
the witnefles with refpedt to matters of fadt be- 
fore the court ; aqd may even commit to paper 
the neceflary interrogatories as they arife,which 
the prifoner may give on feparate flips to the 
judge advocate, who reads them to the court, 
and, if approved of, inferts them literally in the 
minutes, with the anfwers given by the wit- 
nefles. 

The fame rules of evidence are adhered to at 
courts martial as are in all criminal cafes ad- 
mitted by law. 

It appears to be the pradtice both at naval and 
military courts martial, to produce two or more 
witnefles when they can be procured ; but 
when two or more cannot be had, one pofitive 
evidence to fadts is often deemed competent to 
convidt the party accufed ; but this, as Lord 
Chief Juftice Hale obferves,muft be very warily 
admitted, it being held better (hat ten guilty 
perfons efcape than that one innocent perfon 
fhould fuffer *. 

In cafe any perfon amenable to the jurif- 
didtion of a court martial (hall refufe to give 
evidence, or prevaricate in the courfe of his 
examination, the court is authorized to punifh 


• For the better information of thofe perfons defirous of more 
accurate information relative to naval courts martial, we cannot do 
better than refer the reader to the hook itfclf, where i he origin, the 
pra&ke, forms. &c. of naval courts martial are conciftly yet judicoufly 
and perfpicuoufly treated, and the pra&ice compared with the praftioc 
at common Lw. 
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fuch perfon by three months imprifonmcnt ; or Monitor on 
fhould any perfon behave with contempt, he 
may be imprifoned for one month. 

After the examination of all thewitnefles pro- 
duced in fupport of the charge, as well hs thofe 
in favour of the party accufed, the court being 
cleared, the members are to proceed to judg- 
ment, or, fpeaking according to technical lan- 
guage, to determine whether the charge againft: 
the prifoner be "proved or not prove ?, and if 
found guilty to pronounce that judgment which 
the articles of war, or laws of the land, have 
fpccifically appropriated to the offence in 
queftion. For this purpofe the court is accord- 
ingly clofed, and the members of the court 
maturely deliberate and weigh the fads allcdgcd 
on both fides, the credibility of the witnelies, 
the force and efficacy of their teftimony, the 
fcveral degrees of guilt connected with the fads, 
either as principals or accelfories. under the 
various circumfiances exhibited to them in the 
courfe of inveftigation. 

The court having duly weighed the evidence 
produced on both fides, and taken into mature 
confederation the palliating circumfiances either 
offered in the defence, or which may havearifen 
in the inveftigation of fads, the judge advocate 
ftates the queftion refpeding the prifoner’s 
guilt, and which at naval courts martial is put 
to each member feparately, beginning with the 
junior, and ending with the prefident. The 
queftion is ufually put in the following words : 

“ Are you of opinion, that the charge againft 
“ the prifoner is proved , or not proved ? ’ Or 
thus, “ to be gui/ty. or nit guilty, of the crime 
“ laid to his charge ?” Should the majority of 
members be . of opinion, that the charge is 
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■proved, thefc members consequently are to 
aflign the punishment to be inflidted. It is to 
be obferved, that in order to give force and 
validity to the judgment of the majority, the 
fentence of a court martial is to be Signed by all 
the members prefent, although they may differ 
in opinion. 

At general military courts martial, it is ne- 
ceflary, in judgment of death, that nine mem- 
bers out of thirteen, or two-thirds of thole 
prelent, concur therein, if more than thirteen 
members constitute the court. 

It will be obferved, that there are many 
crimes in the articles of war that have exprefsly 
annexed to them the punishment of death, 
without any alternative. The twelfth article, 
as it formerly Stood, positively preferibed death. 
It Was under this article that the unfortunate 
Admiral Byng fuffered, although earnestly re- 
commended to mercy, and notwithstanding a 
letter from the court complaining of the feve- 
rity of that article, which admitted no mitiga- 
tion. 

It was, however, thought proper to amend 
this, with feveral other articles, in the cafes 
fpecified, wherein it is left diferetionary in the 
court to inflidt the punishment of death, 
or Jucb other funijhment as the nature and degree of 
the offence /hall be found to dejerve. Other articles 
omit the word death , and leave the punithment 
to be inflidted to the diferetion of a court mar- 
tial ; and as thole articles are for the punish- 
ment of offences of not fo flagrant a nature, it 
is obvious, that the wifdom of the legislature 
meant to exclude the power of a court martial 
to inflidt a capital punishment for any of the 
fpecifio offences left diferetionary. 
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Some of rhefe articles leave no dilcretlonary Ar*k« i%, jt, 
power to the court martial, but exprefsly reftridt **• 
the punithinent to cathicring the offender, or 
difmifiing him from his majefty’s fervice. 

If the charge proved again ft a prifoner fhould 
fall under any of thofe articles of war in which 
the punifhment of death is exprefsly annexed, 
without any alternative or deviation, under cir- 
cumftances however alleviating, no further 
queftions or deliberations of the court are ne~ 
ceftary to imppde pronouncing the fentence. 


The fentcnces of naval courts martial and Mutiny Aa, 
thofe of the army differ in thefe particulars : — Art * cle 5,p-,4 ‘ 
In the navy, they are final, and pronounced 
infta..ter in open court ; for the members of 
army courts martial are fworn not to divulge the 
fentence of the court, until it {hall be approved 
of by his majefty, or by fomc perfon authorized 
by him. 

When the majority of the members have 
given an opinion that the charge has been 
found proved, and that it falls under any of the 
articles in which the cafes are left diferetionary 
to the court to inflict the punifhment of death, 
or fuch other punijhment as the nature and degree of 
the offence jhall be found to deferve, it is ufual to 
Hate a fecond queflion to the members of the 
court, whether or not the punifhment to be 
inflicted is to be capital ? If this be determined 
in the negative, another queftion muft necefia- 
rily arife refpedling the nature and extent of the 
punifhment to be inflicted, whether corporal, 
cafhieri ng, m u 1 dting of pay, imprifonment, &c.; 
or it may be ftated in general terms what pu- 
nifhment, other than death, fhall be inflidted 
on the prifoner ? This being determined, the 
judge advocate draws up the fentence, the court 
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m< Arthur «n j s opened, all parties are admitted, and judg- 

ment pronounced accordingly. 

Should no reprieve or pardon intervene, 
execution of courfc mu ft follow. A reprieve 
is merely a temporary fulpenfion of execution, 
and may be continued from time to time : a 
pardon, on the contrary, is permanent, and 
muft be under the great feal. When a pardon 
is extended to a criminal fentcnced by a naval 
court martial, it is fen t to thelordscommiflioners 
of the admiralty, who immediately tranfmit, as 
fecret, their order of reprieve or pardon to the 
commander in chief, or fenior officer at the 
place for the time being, where the execution 
would take place, figned by the lords, under the 
admiralty fcal, fignifying his majefty’s royal 
mercy, and directing the commander in chief 
to keep the whole of the order extremely fecret, 
until the offender is, on the day appointed 
for execution, brought upon deck, and every 
thing prepared for his execution, agreeably 
to the cuftom of the navy ; and then only to 
make known to him his majefty’s pleafure, and 
to releafe him from confinement. 

In carrying the fentences of courts martial 
into execution for corporal puniftiment, the 
admiral or commanding officer is to iflue orders 
to the captain of the flag, or other particular 
fhip, to make the fignal for the boats of the 
fquadron to afictnble, manned and armed, on 
the day appointed, to attend the punifhment, 
and likewife orders to the other captains to 
fepd a lieutenant with a boat, manned and 
armed, from their refpe&ivc (hips, to attend and 
aflift thereat. 

An order is at the fame time ifliied to the 
captain or commander of the fhip to which the 
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prifoner belongs (accompanied with a copy of M'Antjor on 
the fentence) directing him to caufe the pu- j ^ , ^ ° uru 
nifhment to be inflidted along-fide of the dif- 
ferent (hips, in the manner, and in ftich pro- 
portions, as are therein fpecified. In the order 
it is ufual to include directions to the captain to 
caufe the furgeon of his (hip to attend in the 
boat with the lieutenant, as well as one of his 
mates in the long-boat with the prifoner, for 
the purpofc of judging of the prifoner’s ability 
to bear all his punifhment, which the furgeon 
inay put a flop to when he conceives the pri- 
foner is not able to bear any more with lafety. 

The provoft-marfhal is ordered to attend the 
punithment, and to read publicly the fentence 
of the court martial along-fide each thip re- 
(pcdtively. 

When a fentence of death is approved of by 
the king, the warrants for execution is tranl- 
mitted by the admiralty to the officer com- 
manding the (hips and vellels at the place for 
the time being, who ifiue the necefliiry orders, 
agreeably to tVie forms of the fervice, and pre- 
parations are made accordingly. 

On the morning deftined for the execution, 
the fignal of death is difplayed, and the boats of 
the fquadron, manned and armed, furround 
the (hip appointed for the execution. The 
crews of the refpedlive (hips are arranged on 
deck, when the articles of war are read — after 
which a gun is fired and at the fame moment 
the unhappy vidtim who has violated the laws 
of bis country is run up by the neck to the 
yard-arm, a terrible example to the furrounding 
ipedl ators. 
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Cutfoms, %ef?ure, &c. 

The laws relative to this branch of the royal revenues 
are not only numerous, but of remote antiquity ; the more 
ancient part of which, before commerce had arrived to its 
prefent magnitude, arofe chiefly from exports. The pro- 
duce of theft; duties is faid to be vefled in the king for the 
two following reafons, viz. lft, Becaufe he gave the fubjedt 
leave to depart the kingdom, and to carry his goods along 
with him ; and, idly, Becaufe the king was bound of 
common right to maintain and keep up the ports and 
havens, and to protect the merchants from pirates. It is 
faid by Sir Edward Coke, 2 Inft. 58. 9. that the king’s firft 
claim to thefe duties was by grant from parliament, in the 
third year of Edward I. — Exclufive of thefe, there were 
formerly other fpecies of cuftoms payable upon exports 
and imports, fuch as fubfidies, tonnage, 'poundage, &c. ; all 
of which are now blended together, except in one or two 
inflances, where ditlindt duties are paid upon tonnage, 
under the general denomination of cuftoms, by which are 
now underftood certain duties impofed by parliament, and 
paid by the merchant at the quay upon all commodities, 
whether exported or imported (unlefs where, for particular 
reafons, bounties or drawbacks are allowed in favour of 
particular articles). — The duties of tonnage and poundage 
were granted at flrft, as is ex prefled by the old ftatutes 
(and particularly 1 Eliz. c. 19.), “ for the defence of the 
“ realm, • and the keeping and fafeguard of the feas, 
“ and for the intercourse of merchandize fafely to come 
“ into and pals out of the fame.”— They were originally 
granted only for a ftated term of years ; but by a ltatute 
made in the 36th year of Henry VI. they were granted to 
that king for life , and again for life to Edward IV. ; fincc 
which time, until the reign of Charles I. they were regu- 
larly granted to all his lucceflors for life. Upon the Re- 
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ftoration, this duty was alfo granted for life to pharles II. 
and his two immediate fucceflors ; and by three feveral 
ftatutes, 9 Anne, c. 6. i Geo. i. c. 12. 3 Geo. 1. c. 7. 
it was mortgaged for the debt of the public. In the -ayth 
year of his pretent majefty, a mod judicious arrangement 
was introduced, by which the merchant was enabled to 
undertland, and almoft intiantaneoufly to afeertain, the 
duties payable ; a fpecies of knowledge which, before this 
ad, was almoft eiclufively confined to excifemen and 
collectors ; and as the various duties payable were nume- 
rous and widely difperfed among feveral ads of parliament, 
even the perfons concerned in collecting them might 
frequently, through ignorance of fo complex a fubjeCt, 
commit miftakes, by which either the merchant or the 
revenue muft fuflfer. By this judicious and iyftematic 
•Amplification of thefe duties, contained in an aCl intituled 
the Confolidation ACl, an improvement fimilar to which is 
very much wanted, and might be with facility applied, in 
various other departments, particularly that branch of the 
revenue arifing from the ftamp duties, all the former 
ftatutes impofing duties of cuftoms and excife were re- 
pealed as to the quantum ; the two books of rates formerly 
impofed were abolifhed ; and a new book of rates intro- 
duced : a circumftance which, as Mr. Chriftian, in his 
note on 1 Comm. 316. “ is of infinite confequence to 
“ the commercial world ; it having reduced an important 
“ fubjed from a perfed chaos to ftich a plain and fimple 
“ form as to induce every friend to his country to with 
“ that fimilar experiments were made upon other confufcd 
“ and entangled branches of our ftatute law.” 

Of the various aCts of more remote antiquity, and which 
principally relate to the officers of the cuftoms, the fol- 
lowingare themoft material. With refped to the anti- 
quity of thefe ads, and to fhew how much the protediob 
of trade was, from the earlicft periods, the objed of 
Britifh legiflation, it may be here obferved, that to far 
back as Magna Charta, 9 Hen. 3. c. 3. it was enaded. 
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that “ merchants may buy and fell by the ancient 
“ cuftoms.” .

This moft important divifion, whether confidered witlj 
reference to political economy, or os conducive to the 
perfection of the maritime ftate, has at various times occu- 
pied that attention of the Lcgiflature which an objcCt of fo 
much national concern fo juflly demanded. Fitheries 
have been mod appropriately termed by Dr. Franklin, the 
agriculture of the ocean ; nor, with refpcCt to population, 
which fallowed by all writers to conftitute the true wealth 
of a flate, are they lefs productive than the cultivation of 
the foil. The lHherics of America, are coniidercd by the 
writer above quoted, as one of her higheft advantages ; the 
fertile tburce of population and of wealth ; and it was to 
her fitheries, before her government had been diforganized, 
that Holland was indebted for her commercial and political 
confcquencc. Independently confidered as a fource of 
wealth, as a nurfery for her fcamen, and a ready means of 
mannings formidable navy, her fitheries are of the higheft 
importance to Great Britain. Accordingly, fifh have not 
only been allowed to be imported duty free, but confiderable 
bounties have, from time to time, been granted upon their 
exportation. “ Thcfp bounties,” fays the writer on “The 
“Wealth of Nations,” “although in fomc degree expenfive 
“ to the State, yet, when we conlider the maritime ftrength

elafs of the community, who form our beft and furcft 
defence, to lay nothing ot the emoluments refulting to the 
merchant and manufacturer, be conlidercd as cheaply pur- 
chafed by the fums expended in bounties. 


The encouragement of fiffieries feems, at a 
very remote period, to have been an objedt of 
national concern ; for 

So early as the reign of Edward VI. we find Edward vi. 
the legiflature reftraining admirals, or any of 
their officers or minifters, from taking any fee • 
or reward for licences to go to Iceland, New- 
foundland, or beyond fea, to fifh, upon pain of * & 3 Edw. «. 
forfeiture for the firft offence treble the value of '• 6 * 
the reward, and for the fecond offence to lofe 
their offices. 

The fubfequent adts extend to all his ma, 
felly’s fubjedts, the enjoyment of foreign 
fiffiing, and allow bounties under certain 
judicious reftridtions ; fuch as, that the fifh 
imported ffiall be in Britifh bottoms ; that a 
certain proportion of the feamen ffiall be Britiffi 
fubjedts, &c. : they alfo preferibe the mode in 
which thefe bounties are to be obtained. Thefe 
bounties have been from time to time conti- 
nued ; and by an adt combining policy with 
liberality, it has been further enadtea, that 
foreigners engaged for a certain time in thefe 
fiffieries ffiall be naturalized. 

Such is the fubftance of the fubfequent adts, 
as far as they relate to the fevcral fiffieries of 
Greenland and Davis’s Streights, Southern 
"Whale Fiffiery, and the Thames Fiffiery, &c. 

—By the adts relative to the latter, the fuperin- 
tendance of the JRiver is veiled in the corpora- 
tion of the city of London ; and every perfon 
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who {hall ufe the Thames fifhery fhall have 
fome mark of diftinCtion placed upon the boat, 
both for the purpofes of better detection in vio- 
lating the provifions of the aCt, and, as the 
preamble ftates, “ that her majefty may be 
“ better enabled to know what number of able- 
“ bodied feamen the Fithmongers Company 
“ can fumifh for public fervice.”

The Greenland Seas, Davis’s Streights, and 
leas adjacent, fhall be deemed and extend to 
the latitude of fifty-nine degrees, thirty mi- 
nutes north, and no farther. 

The commiffioners of the cuftoms for Eng- 
land and Scotland, fhall, at the beginning of 
every feffion of parliament, lay before both 
houfes, the number of (hips or vefiels employed 
in the faid fifhery, with theirnames and bur- 
thens, where fitted out, and at what port dis- 
charged ; alfo what quantity of oil, or blubber, 
or whale fins, each fhip fhall have imported. 

One moiety of penalties and forfeitures fhall 
be to the ule of his majefty, and the other to 
fuch officer or officers of the cuftoms as fhall 
profecute for the fame. 

Should any action be commenced for any- 
thing done in purfuance of this adt, the de- 
fendant may plead the general iffue, and give 
this adt and fpecial matter in evidence ; and if 
the plaintiff fhall be nonfuited, the defendant or 
defendants fhall recover treble cofts. 

The 29 Geo. 3. c. 52. f. 2. after reciting the 
26, Geo.

In cafe the time for which any apprentice 
(hall have been indentured to ferve on board 
any thip or veflel employed in the faid fitheries, 
(ball expire during the voyage of fuch (hip or 
veflel, fuch apprentice (hall be accounted and 
confidered, to all intents and purpotes, as an 
apprentice for the whole voyage, and (hall, on 
the fhips or veflels return from the faid fithe- 
ries, or either of them, be muttered accord- 
ingly. But no apprentice (hall be deemed a 
legal apprentice, except apprentices who have 
become fuch previous to the patting of this 
a£t, unlefs he thall be a fubjedt of his ma- 
jefty. 

Fins, oil, or blubber, teal oil or teal tkins, 
or any other produce of feals, or other fith or 
creatures, taken or caught in any part of the 
ocean, by Britith fubjedts, ufually refiding in 
Great Britain or Ireland,or the iflands ofGuem- 
fcy,. Jcrley, Alderney, Sark, or Man, in fhips 
or veflels built in either of the laid kingdoms 
or iflands, owned, regiftered, and navigated 
according to law, may be imported duty free ; 
upon proof being made that the faid articles 
were actually caught by the crew of the veflel 
in which they are imported, by oath of the 
mailer of fuch veflel, and provided that a log- 
book thall be conftantly kept on board fuch 
thip, as required by a6 Geo. 3. c. 41. f. 10. 

No boat ufed as a whale boat, belonging to 
any thip or veflel employed in the faid fithery; 
or in the fithery carried on in the feas to the 
fouthward of Greenland and Davis’s Streights, 
thall be liable to feizure on account of her 
built, dimenfions, or continuation, provided, on 
the return of fuch thip or veflel from the tithe- 
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ries at the end of every feafon, fuch boats (hall 3* Ce »- 
be laid up by the owner or owners thereof, in 
fuch places as (hall be approved of by the prin- 
cipal officers of the cuftoms. 


From the 5th of March 1794* and during 34 Ceo. 3. c *«. 
the prefent hoftilities with France, veficls that 
are not provided with their complement of men their compie. 
at the port from whence they clear out, may 
proceed to any of the ports in the Firth of their number a

common men for every fifty tons burthen. 
Upon the return, thofe men may be fet on ffiore 
where they were taken on board ; atid upon 
producing a certificate thereof from the col- 
lector and comptroller of the cuftoms, and the 
inafter or mate making oath thereof, fuch (hips 
will be deemed to have had their full comple- 
ments from their clearing port.

29 Geo. 3. as relates to the above fifherics, by 
an aCt pafled on the twelfth of July '1799, 
is continued to the twenty-fifth of December 
1800.

Southern Whale Fishery. 

UPON the Reftoration, when the Nation began to 
recover from the Republican frenzy and fanaticilin by 
which it had been deprefled, the Parliament directed its 
attention to thofe great objects of national economy in 
which other States had made no final 1 progrefs, and 
from which they derived no final 1 degree of emolument. 
The product of the Whale Fitheries was obferved to be a 
yery profitable and confidcrable fource of wealth to neigh- 
bouring nations, by giving employment to great numbers 
of feamen and (hipping, who not only fupplied themlelves 
with the produce of the Whale Fitheries, but exported 
it into other countries, and particularly into this kingdom, 
where, to ufc the language of the fiatutc, the trade was in 
a manner decayed and loft. By the induftrious and vigilant 
attention of the Dutch to this important lource of daily- 
accumulating wealth, they were enabled, by (upplying 
other countries, to draw out confiderable wealth, and there- 
by make thole countries fo fupplied contribute to their 
commercial and national aggrandizement. The lcgifia- 
tors of this country faw this with a jealous eye, and laudably 
exerted themfelves to awaken the people to a true fenfe of 
the emoluments to be derived from cultivating thofe ad- 
vantages which, from the fituation of the country, were 
capable of fo much improvement. Accordingly, perfons 
hitherto deterred from embarking their property in this 
traffic were encouraged by bounties, premiums, exemptions 
from duty, &c. which have been amply repaid by the 
increafe of (hipping and wealth which thefe encourage- 
ments were fo well calculated to fecure. But not to the 
Whale Fitheries alone has the Britiffi legiflature (trctched 
out a prote&ing arm, the Fitheries upon our own coafts 
have been alfo promoted, protected, and encouraged ; 
and although the detailing of the feveral comparatively 
minuter divifions, fuch as the Thames, Oyfter, Her- 
ring, &c. may occupy perhaps a larger portion of this 
work than may appear appropriately diltributive compared 
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with other heads, yet our dftlire to convey the moft exten- 
live information upon fo important a fubjedt, and to render 
this head as complete as pollible, has induced us to aflign 
a larger portion of fpace than was originally intended ; and 
we trull in lo doing we fhall not be cenl'ured, at lead; by 
the numerous individuals connected with the Filheries. 


By an adt, intituled, 

“ An Adt for further encouraging and regu- z 9 ceo.j.c.sj. 
“ lating the Newfoundland, Greenland, and 
** Southern Whale Filheries.” , 

The three firft fedlions of this adt recite the 
a6 Geo.

After January 1, 1790, any mailer permit- PmaUyof 501

the fubfequent year to fome port of Great Bri- 
tain, there fhall be paid the following pre- 
miums, viz. 300I. each to five of fuch fhips, 
having the greateft quantity of oil or head mat- 
ter, taken together, being not lefs in the whole 
than twenty tons in each (hip, and being the 
produce of whales or other creatures living in 
the teas, taken aqd killed by the crews of every 
fuch ftiip refpedlively ; 200I. each to five of 
fuch fhips having the next greateft quantity of 
fuch oil or head matter, being not lefs in the 
whole than twenty tons ; and 100I. each to five 
of fuch fhips having the next greateft quantity 
of fuch oil or head-matter, being not lets in the 
whole than twenty tons. 

For five fuch other fhips or veflels which 
fhall be fitted and cleared out, and fhall fail 
within the time mentioned, and proceed to the 
fouthward of the thirty-fixth degree of fouth 
latitude, and fhall there bona fide carry on the 
faid fifiiery, and fhall not return till the expira- 
tion of fourteen calendar months from the day 
on which they cleared out, but before the thir-

Good Hope, may pafs beyond fifty-one degrees u * * 
eaft longitude, provided that, after paffing five 
degrees eaft longitude they (hall not pafs to the 
northward of fifteen degrees fouth latitude, 
until they have palled to the eaftward of one 
hundred and eighty degrees eaft longitude. 

Ships tailing to the weftward of Cape Horn, or 
throtigh the Streights of Magellan, may path 
beyond one hundred and eighty degrees weft 
longitude, provided that, after palling beyond 
one hundred and eighty degrees of weft lon- 
gitude, they do not Keep to the northward of 
fifteen degrees touth latitude, until they come 
within fifty-one degrees of eaft longitude from 
London.

THE increafc of feamen and thipping is the leading 
©bje& of the legifiature in the adts palled for the encou- 
ragement of fitheries in general ; but there are alfo other 
benefits refulting, no lefs important in a commercial, than 
the increafe of feamen and thipping may be efti mated in a 
national point of view. By employing great numbers of 
feamen and {hipping, confiderable quantities of provitions 
and manufactures are confumed, whereby “ not only the 
u poor are kept in conftant employment, but great quanti- 
ties of wine, oil, plate, iron, wool, and other comtno- 
“ dities, which formerly drew out much fpecie from the 
** country, are paid for opt of the produce of the New- 
foundland Fiftieiy, and imported into Great Britain* 
“ From thefe circumftances, the revenue is confider- 
“ ably increafcd, and Trade, Qommercc, and Naviga- 
** tion, appropriately encouraged.”

Imprefied with a due' fenie of ‘thfcfe advantages, 
the legrflatuse, in the reign of King William, declared 
this trade (hould be . free to all his majefty’s fubjeCts, and 
feveral ncceflary regulations were preferibed by the ad 
alluded to, for preferving the harbours, ftages, cook-room^ 
&c. giving privileges to thofe who (hould firft airiVe, and 
appointing an equitable and judicious mode of fettling 
difputes which might arife amongft the fifhermen, by 
empowering the fifhing admirals to decide and determine 
thefe differences, with power of appeal in cafes of intricacy, 
or where the parties might think themfelves aggrieved, to 
the commanders of fuch of his majefty’s fhips as fhould be 
appointed for convoy. But the increafing number of 
perfons employed upon this fifhery, the advantages derived 
to the revenue, and thofe refulting tottade and commerce, 
were felt to be of fo much importance, that parliament 
deemed it proper, to eredt within the island a criminal 
and civil tribunal, where crimes and civil fuits might be de- 
termined according to the laws of England. Previous to 
thisby the aCt, 10 & 1 1 Will. 3. c. 25. f. 12. it was enadted, 
that all robberies, murders, felonies, and all other capital 
crimes committed in Newfoundland and its appendant 
banks, feas, and iflands, might be tried in any county in 
England. By the aft 33 Geo. 3. c. 76. a supreme 
court of judicature is now ercCied, by his majefty’s 
rommiflton under the great feal^and all crimes and mif- 
demeanors committed in that ifland, and all complaints of 
a civil nature, are tried, heard, and determined, according 
to the laws of England, as far as the fame can be applied. 
The claufe of this adt relative to the diftribution of the, 
property of perfons dying infolvent, and the preference 
given to fifhermen who may be creditors, deferves peculiar 
notice ; but all the enactments of this moft claimable aCl 
are equally wife, politic, and equitable; gnd it. maybq 
juftly pointed qilt as conducing to form a complete fyftem 
of civil ‘and cnKriin^l jiififpnidence for the numerous and. 
wealthy clafs who are' within th.e fphere of its operation^ 
and whofe intcrcft and accommodation it has- ever been one 
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of the didinguirtiing features of a BritHh parliament to 
confult and to promote.

to Newfoundland, and the teas, rivers, lakes, 
creeks, and harbours thereunto belonging, or 
any of the i {lands adjoining, and to have, ufo, 
and enjoy the free trade and traffic,' and art of 
merchandize and fiftiery, to and from New- • 
foundland, and peaceably to have, ufo, and en- 
joy, the freedom of taking bait and {idling in 
any of the rivers, lakes, creeks, harbours, or 
roads, in or about Newfoundland and the faid 
ffeas, or any of the i {lands adjacent thereto, and 
jibertv. to go on {bore on any part of New- 
foundland, or any of the faid ifoinds, for the 
curing, falting, drying, and hulbandlng of their 
filh, and for making of oil,- and to cut down 
wood and trees there for building and malting 
or repairing of flagcs, {hip-rooms, train-fats, 
hurdles, {hips, boats, and other necefiaries, for 
themfelves and their forvants, feamcn and 
fidiermen. 

No ballad, pred-dores, or any thing clfe Not>»n«a,'&«. 
hurtful tp, or annoying any of the harbours £ c ^ u ‘ don 
there, {hall be thrown out of any {hip or other- st&. a. 
wife, by any perfon or perfons' whatfoever, to 
the prejudice of any of the faid harbours, but 
that all fuch ballad and other things {hall bo 
carried on fhore and be laid where they may 
do no annoyance. 

No perfon or perfons whatfoever {hall (at No perfon to 
his departure out of the faid country, or at any 
other time) dedroy, deface, or do any detriment, room, *«.*

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to any fuch ftage, or cook-room, or to the 
flakes, fpikes, nails, or any other thing whatio* 
ever thereto belonging, as he or they (ball fall 
into, at his or their coming into the (aid coun- 
try, but (hall (during continuance there) con- 
tent him or themfelves with fuch flage or ftages 
only as are needful, and (hall upon departure 
thence leave all fuch ftage or ftages, without 
doing, or cauling to be done, any wilful damage 
tp any of them ; and that for the repairing of 
fuch ftage or ftages which (hall be (o taken 
during refldence, the neceflary timber (hall be 
fetched out of the woods, and not by ruining, 
pr breaking down, demolifhing. prejudicing, or 
any wife injuring, the ftage or ftages of any 
other perfon or perfons whatfoeyer. 

According to the ancient cuftom there u(ed, 
every fuch fl(hiqg-(hip, fltherman, fee. as (hall 
firft enter any harbour or creek in Newfound- 
land (hall be admiral of that harbour or creek, 
during that flfhing feafon ; and for that time, 
(hall referve tp himfelf only fo much beach, or 
flakes, or both, as are needful for the number 
of fuch boats as he (hall there ufe, with an over- 
plus oply for the ufe of one boat more than he 
needs, as a privilege for bis firft coming thither ) 
and that the mafter of every fuch iecond flfhing 
(hip as (hall enter any fuch harbour or creek; 
(hall be vicc T admiral of fuch harbour or creek 
during that flfhing feafon ; and that the mafter 
of every fuch flfhing (hip next coming as (hall 
enter any fuch harbour or crpek, (hall be rear- 
admiral of fuch harbour or creek during that 
flfhing feafon ; and that the mafter of every 
flfhing (hip there (hall content himfelf with 
fuch beach or flakes as he (hall have neceflary 
pfe for, without keeping or detaining any more 
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beach or flakes, to the prejudice of any fuch 
other fhip or veflel as (hall arrive there ; and 
that fuch perfon or perfons as are pofiefied of 
leveral places in (everal harbours or creeks 
there, (hall make his or their election of fuch 
place as he or they (hall choofe to abide in, and 
(hall alfo, within eight-and-forty hours after any 
after-comer into (uch place (hall demand, de- 
clare fuch bis refolution relative to his election 
(if the weather will fo foon permit, or fo loon af- 
ter as the weather will permit) ; and fuch perlon 
(hall give or fend his refolution to fuch after- 
comer, touching fuch his eledtion, of fuch place 
as. he (hall lo choofe to abide in for the fifhing 
feafon ; to the end that fuch after-comer may 
likewilb choofe the place of bis abode there. 

And in' cafe any difference (hall arilc, touch- 
ing the laid matters, the admirals of the re- 
fpedtive harbours where fuch difference (hall 
arile, or any two of them, (hall proportion the 
place to the fcveral (hips in the leveral harbours 
they fi(h in, according to the number of boats 
which each of the faid (hips (hall keep. 

Several inhabitants of Newfoundland, and 
other perfons, having engrafted and detained 
in their own hands, for their private ufe and 
benefit, leveral If ages, cook-rooms, beaches, and 
other places in tnefe harbours, which before 
belonged to the fifhing lhips, for the purpofe 
of curing the fi(h, &c. to the great prejudice of 
the fifhing (hips, fometimes to the overthrow of 
the voyage, and to the great djfcouragement of 
the trade in general, the following two fedtions 
was made to remedy thefe abufes. 

All perlons who (hall take, feize, or detain 
any fuch llage, cook-room, beech, or other 
place for taking bait, or filhing, or for the dry- 
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ing, curing, or hulbandmg <jf fifli, (hall relm- 
quifb, quit, and leave to the public ufe of the 
fifliing thips arriving there, all and every the 
laid ft ages, cook-rooms, beaches, and other 
places for taking bait, and fifliing, and for the 
drying, curing, and bufbanding of fifli. 

No fifherman, or inhabitant of Newfound-> 
Jand, or any oth or perfon or perfons whatloever, 
lhall,. at any time after the twenty-fifth day of 
March, feize, take up, or pofiefs, any of the 
ltages, cook-rooms, beaches, or other places, 
which did, or at any time hereafter lhall, be- 
long to any fiihing Ihip or (hips, for taking bait, 
or fifliing, or for drying, curing, or hulbanding 
of filh, before the arrival of the fifliing {hips, 
nor until all fuch Ihips fo arriving lhall be pro*- 
vided. 

Perfons going over, with their fervants, to 
Newfoundland, to keep their boats, on a fiihing 
voyage, commonly called bye-boat keepers, 
lhall not pretend to, or meddle with, any houfe, 
llage, cook-room, train-fat, or other conve- 
nience, that did belong to fiihing Ihips, or 
lhall be cut out, or made by Ihips. 

Every matter of a bye boat, or bye-boats, 
lliall carry with him at lcalt two freih men in fix, 
viz. one man that hath made no mope than one 
voyage, and one man who hath never been at 
fea before ; and every inhabitant lhall be obliged 
to employ two luch freih men, as the bye-boat 
keepers are obliged for every boat kept by 
them ; and all matters of fiihing Ihips (hall 
parry with them in their (hip's company at leall 
one fuch freih man (hat never was at fea be- 
fore, in every five men they parry } and the 
matter of each luch byc-boat, and each fuch 
fiihing Ihip, lhall make oath before the collec- 
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tor, or other principal officer of the cuftoms, *•»** wai j. 
.of the port from whence fuch (hip intends to *' * s ’ 
fail, that each (hip and bye-boat’s company 
have fuch frefti men therein, as this adt diredts ; ' 
and the (aid officer is hereby empowered and 
required to adminifter the aforefaid oath, and 
thereupon to give certificate thereof, under bis 
hand, without any fee, gratuity, or reward for fo 
doing.

No perfon or perfons whatfoever (hall rind Tree* net *» 
pny of the trees there (landing or growing, 

-upon any opcaljon whatfoever, nor (hall, by any Sea. »*. 
ways or means whatfoever, fet on fire any of 
the woods of the laid country, or do, or caufe 
to be done, any damage, detriment, or destruc- 
tion to the fame, for any ute whatfoever* ex- 
cept only for neceflary fuel fortbelhipsand 
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inhabitants, and for the building and neceffary 
repairs of houfes, fhips, boats, and train-fats, 
and of the dages, cook-rooms, beaches, and 
other places, for taking bait, and tithing, and 
for drying, curing, and hulbanding fiih there ; 
and no perions (hall call anchor, or do any 
matter or thing whatfoever, to the annoyance 
or hindering of the haling of feines in the 
accudomary baiting places, or (hoot their 
feines within or upon the feines of any other 
perfons whatfoever ; nor (hall deal, purloin, or 
take out p f the nets of other perfons, lying 
adrid, or drover for bait by night, nor deal, 
purloin, or take away, any bait out of any fifh.- 
mg-boat, or any net belonging to any other 
perfon. 

Several perfons having been guilty of theds, 
robberies, murders, 8tc. upon the land in New- 
foundland and the adjacent idands; and having 
efcaped punithment, becaufe their trials had 
been heretofore adjudged before the lord high 
Condable and earl mar(hal of England ; 

It was enacted, by the thirteenth fedtion of 
this adt. 

That the crimes above-mentioned, namely, 
robberies, murders, felonies, and all other 
capital crimes whattoever, committed upon the 
land in Newfoundland, or in any of the idands 
thereunto belonging, might be heard, tried, and 
determined, in any (hire or county in England, 
according to the laws of the land ufed for the 
punithment of capital crimes committed within 
this realm. 

fiut the above, and the two followingfedtions, 
namely, thofe appointing admirals to execute 
this adt, to determine differences, and giving 
power of appeal to .commanders of convoys. 
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have been virtually repealed by the 35 Geo. 3. jo* « wm* 
called the Newfoundland Judicature Bill, the *• * s ‘ 
enadtments of which will be feen at the con* 
clufion of this bead. 

The Lord's Day to be Aridity and decently For obfmto* 
obferved ; and none of the faid inhabitants who ^ L o ^ > ^ 
keep any tavern, ale-houte, or other public 
houfe for entertainment, (hall entertain, or fell, 
utter, or difpofe of, to any fflherman, teaman, 
or other perlon whatfoever, any wine, beer, ale, 
cyder, ftrong water, or tobacco, or any other 
liquors whatfoever. 

Borne doubts having been entertained whe* 
ther whale fins, oil, blubber, &c. imported by 
the Company of Merchants of London trading 
to Greenland, were intended to be charged to 
certain dutiesof tonnage and poundage granted, 
in the fame reign, by the lad fedtion of this adt, 
it is declared and enadted. 

That all whale tins, oil, blubber, &c. taken on, MnMcr, 
and imported as afbrefaid in Englith (hipping, *e.«o«<'rti*ai 
were and are hereby declared to be free of *° poaM ** e ' 
the fajd duties, as all fi(h of Englith taking. 

The following sure the regulations refpediing 
the bounties granted in this fithery ;

40I. ; but if any of them lb firft arriving fhafl 
be navigated with lefs than twelve men, and 
not lefs than feven, they fhall be entitled to 2 cl. 
But if in either of the above cafes, any of the 
one hundred veffels- fo firft arriving fhall be 
* wholly navigated by men going out upon 

fharcs in lieu of wages, fuch fhips, lo navigated, 
if not left than twelve men, fhall be entitled to 
50I. each ; and if fo navigated with left, than 
twelve men, and not under feven, they fhall be 
entitled to 35I. each.

In cafes where the caufe 
of complaint fhall not exceed 5I. the firft 
procefs to be by fummons ; which, if not obeyed, 
or if the caufe of complaint fhall exceed 5I. 
an attachment may be iflued again ft the goods, 
debts, or effects, of the perfon may be arrefted. 
Executions of orders, judgments, or decrees, 
maybe enforced in a limilar manner ; and the 
chief juftice and furrogates refpedtively may 
authorize fome perfons in their abfencc to iflue 
procefs, and do all adts appertaining to the 
fupreme and furrogate courts ; hearing and 
determining civil or criminal adiions only ex- 
cepted.

1 "* ^ 
waters or creek, within the limits of any oyfter 
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filhery, with any net, inftrument, or iirig'ttfdy 
Which (hall be made or fitted for the purpofe of 
taking or catching floating fifh only. 

Any juflice of the peace for' any county# 
riding, or divifion, wherein any fuch offence 
(hall be committed, upon a complaint and oath 
thereof made before him within thirty days 
next preceding fuch complaint, fhall iffiie.a 
warrant for the apprehending fuch pcifoYi fo 
offending, and for bringing the offender before 
him ; and fuch juftice fhall, if he fee canfe, 
commit him, there to remain until the then 
next affixes, or then next general quarter fef- 
fions of the peace, for fuch county, until fuch 
perfon fhall enter into recognizance, with two 
good and fufficient furcties, in the penalty of" 
20I. each, to appear, and anfwcr to any indict- 
ment that may be preferred againft him by vir- 
tue of this aCt. 

If any pcrlon fhall be found actually taking 
or catching any oyflers, or oyfter brood, within 
the limits of any oyfter ffihery, or dredging for 
oytiers, or oyfter brood ; or uling any oyfter 
dredge, or any net, inftrument, or engine 
whatfoever, for the purpofe of taking or catch- 
ing oyftcrs,or oyfter brood, although no oyfters, 
or oyfter brood, fhall be adually taken ; or with 
any net, inftrument, or engine, dragging upon 
the ground or foil of any fuch oyfter fifhery ; 
any perfon being owner, lefice, occupier of 
fuch fifheiy, or otherwife lawfully entitled, to 
take or catch oyfters therein, and his apprentice 
or fervant, in cafe the perfon fo offending re- 
fufes to difeover his true place of refidence, 
may feize fuch offender, and carry him before 
a juflice, who fhall proceed againft fuch offen- 
der as if brought before him upon warrant. 
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Nbjuftice to commit of require fecurity from 3* c*o. 3.0. $1. 
any perfons, unlefs recognizance is entered f ' 5 " 
into to profecute. 

Perfons may be difeharged from confinement ^ *• 
upon entering into recognizance. 

This ait not to affedt any adt now in force sea»7»*» 
refpedling any particular oyfter fithery, nor to 
preclude profecutions at common law. 


Thames Fishery. 

THE court of affiflants of the Fifhermcn’s court of ama- 
Company (or the major part of them prefent) 
may make fuch bye-laws and ordinances for ny may make 
the good rule and government of the faid 
Company as they fhall think fit, fo as the fame m nt ofaTwi 
may be always firft approved of, or, from time Com P* n r- 
to time, altered or amended by the court of the f^*’ 
lord mayor and aldennen of the city of London. 

There fhall be yearly eledied and chofen by 
the next- court of lord mayor and aldermen, 
out of the fix wardens of the faid Company for 
the time being, to be nominated by the faid 
court of affiftants, one fit perfon to be a matter 
of the faid art or myftery of fifhermen ; and 
alfo out of twelve affiftants to be nominated as 
aforefaid, fix fit perfons to be wardens of the 
faid art and myftery (whereof the water-bailiff 
of the city of London fhall be one) ; and in 
like manner out of fixty of the commonalty, 
to be nominated, thirty fit perfons, to be 
affiftants of the faid Company - y which faid 
matter, wardens, and affiflants, of any fixteen 
of them, together with three of the laid war- 
dens, fhall confiitute the court of affiftants of 
the faid Company for the time being ; and 
fhall aflemble together, from time to time, on 
the firft Thurfday in every month in the year.

in the Hall of the faid Company, for the better 
regulating and reforming abufes committed in 
the faid fifhery, and for the due ordering and 
governance of the faid fifhery, to the holding of 
which court the faid water-bailiff (hall be al- 
ways duly fummoned to attend. And the laid 
court of afiiilants, or the major part of them 
prefent, (hall, from time to time, call before 
them all and every fuch perfon and perfons, 
as fhall life to fifh or dredge within the limits 
of the faid fifhery, andcaufe every fuch perfon 
or perfons, being duly qualified, or having 
ferved in her majefiy’s navy for the fpace of 
two years, to have his or their names regiftered 
in a book, or bo ks, to be kept by the faid court 
of affiflants, together with the refpedive places 
of abode, and the name of every apprentice or 
lcrvaut belonging to him or them. And fhall 
likewife caule fome mark of diftindion, by 
figure or otherwife, to be placed on every boat, 
veficljor craft, that fhall be ufed in fifhing or 
drudging ; which faid figure, or mark of dif- 
tindion, fhall not be changed, altered, or de- 
faced, to the end that every perfon or perfons, 
apprentice, and fervant, as lhall offend, con- 
trary to the meaning of this ad, may be the 
better deteded ; and that her majefty may be 
the better enabled to know what number of 
able-bodied feamcn the faid Company can fur- 
nilh for public fervice. 

Every perfon or perfons being duly fum- 
morted by the faid court of alfiflants to appear 
before them, in order to be entered and ferve 
on board her mnjefty’s navy. Perfons fo fum- 
moned, and refuting to appear, fhall be fent on 
board the fleet, and difabled to fifh in the faid 
river of Thames for the fpace of two years.

The feveral regulations upon thefe heads are To inte« 
refting to all perfons concerned in commerce, that it is 
unneccflary to apologize for touching upon them here. 

In treating upon thele topics, we have begun with the 
feveral definitions, and proceeded to the leading principles 
of each, in the order in which they occur : a mode by 
which not only a more perfpicuous idea will be conveyed 
refpedting thefe fubje<5ts, but the reciprocal duties of mer- 
chants or factors and matters and fhip-owncrs, will be more 
diftindly traced. 

The number of merchant {hips which have been recently 
taken up by the Tranlport Board, renders the fubje6t of 
freighting veflels for that fervice more important and 
interefting than has ever occurred before. The princi- 
ples and regulations, therefore, relative to this fcrvice, will 
be found under the head Transport Service, which 
will be a diltinit and additional head.

hands. But in the fame manner as the gopds # 
are refponfible to the fhip for hire, fo is the thip 
anfwcrable to the owner of the goods in cafe of 
damage or watte through delect of the vetty, 
want of failors, &c. 

whatia mrant A trading voyage is, when a thip is freighted 
by a trading f rom 0 ne port to another, and thence to a third, 
a fourth, and home to the port whence he 
, firtt failed : this is confidcred as but one voy- 
age, but it mutt be performed conformably 
with the agreement or charter-party. 

Having given the above definition, we (hall proceed by 
enumerating the fevcral deferiptions of freight, with the 
principles upon Which they are fupported ; after which 
the principal regulations relative to charter-party ; and 
conclude with demurrage. 
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The ufual defcriptions of freight are as 
follow, viz. freight by the ton, or parcels, 
freight by the great, freight by the month, 
freight for the voyage out, freight out and 
home, freight for paflpngers, freight for cattle, 
freight for wine when it has leaked , &c. 

If a (hip be freighted by the ton, and (he is b X ,b * 
full laden according to the charter-party, freight M " w p “ c * ,5 ‘ 
is to be paid for her whole tonnage, otherwife 
only for fo many tops as the lading amounted 
to. 

If a (hip be named to be of a certain burthen, 
and fhall be found jefs, the number of tons 
actually laden on board {hall only be paid for. 

If the burthen be exprefled to be two hun^ 
died tons, or tbereqbqutSy the addition of the 
word thereabouts is ufually eftimated within 
five tons more or lefs. 

If a fhip freighted by the ton or parcels bo 
caft away, and part thereof faved from the 
wreck, queftions have arifen whether freight 
(hould not be paid firo rata. 

If a {hip be freighted by the great, and her Flight bytt* 
burthen is not exprefled, the fpm certain {hall 8reat - 
neverthelefs be paid ; and if a burthen be ex- 
prefTed, and the fhip be found not to amount to 
that burthen, the fum certain {hall alfo be paid ; 
and if a {hip freighted by the great is caft 
away, the freight is loft. 

In freighting a fhip by the month, calendar Freight by the 
months are meant ; and thus it is always cal- m “ ltlu 
culated by the merchants of London. 

If a fhip be freighted at the rate of aol. for 
every month that fhe fhall be out, to be paid 
nftcr ai*rival at the port of London, and the fhip 
he caft away coming up from the Downs, but

the lading is all preferred, freight becomes 
due ; for the money arifes monthly by the 
contract, and the place mentioned is only to 
point out where payment is to be made. The 
freight moreover becomes due on the delivery 
or bringing up of the merchandize, and not on 
the arrival of the (hip. 

If a fhip be freighted out, and the matter 
covenants that the fhip fhould fail out of the 
port to Cadiz with the firft fair wind and op- 
portunity, and the freighter covenants that for 
the freight of all the premifes he would pay 
unto the matter 1 84I. ; if the matter do not (hew 
that the fhip arrived at Cadiz, he cannot reco- 
ver the freight. 

In a contract between a merchant and a 
mafter of 'a (hip, that, if he carries the mer- 
chants goods to fuch a port, he will then pay 
him fo much money for freight : if on making 
fuch voyage the fhip is robbed by pirates, part 
of her loading left, and afterwards the remain- 
der brought to the port of difeharge, in this 
cafe the fum agreed upon for freight is not due, 
the agreement on the part of the mafter not 
having been performed ; and this is a condi- 
tional contract. But by the civil law, this is 
otherwife ; for thereby the fame is a danger of 
the fcas, which, if not exprefled in marine 
agreements, is naturally implied ; and here 
there was no default in the mafter or his mari- 
ners ; and had thefe goods fo carried away by 
pirates been thrown overboard in ftrefs of wea- 
ther, it would not have worked a difability in 
the mafter to receive the fum agreed upon ; 
becaufc, both by the common and marine law, 
the act of God, or of an enemy, (hall not work 
a wrong in actions between individuals, pi- 
rates being eftccmed in law enemies. 
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When a (hip is freighted out and in (of out Freight oat an 4 
and home), no freight is due till the whole voy - home * 
age be performed ; fo that if flie be call away 
coming home, the freight outwards , as well as 
inwards , becomes loft. 

If freight be contracted for the tranfporting Freight fer par.

be delivered of children, no freight becomes due 
for the infants. 

A mafter of a fhip is not bound to anfwer 
freight to the owners for paflengers, where it 
appears they are not able to pay. 

If freight be agreed upon for a lading of cer- Freight for cat- 
tain cattle, or the like, from Dublin to Weft de - • 
Chcfter, and fome of them happen to die before 
the (hip’s arrival, the whole freight is due, as 
well for the dead as the living : but if the con- 
tract be to tranfport them at fo much per head, 

•freight will become due only for fuch as arc 
living at the port fpecified for difeharge of 
the fhip. 

If freight be taken for one hundred tons of Freight for wine 
wine, and twenty of them leak out, fo that h “ 
there is not above eight inches from the bulge 
upwards, yet the freight becomes due ; but if 
they be under eight inches, it has been con- 
ceived by fome that they may be flung up to 
the mafter for freight ; yet moft think other- 
wife : for if all had leaked out, if no fault were 
found in the ftowage by furvey from the Trinity 
Houfc, there is no rcafon the fhip fhould lofc 
her freight, for the freight arifes from the ton- 
nage taken : and if the leakage were occafioned 
through fiorm, it might perhaps come into an 
average. Immediately after a florin, a proper 
examination fhould be made, and matters of 
fhips ought to make their regular proteft.

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FREIGHT, CHARTER-FART*, 

The terms of the contract for hiring, or, a# 
it is technically termed, taking a Jhip to freight} 
when reduced to writing, ana executed by the 
freighter, and the mafter or owner of the (hip, is 
called the charter-party. 

A charter-party w the lante in the civil law 
as an indenture is at common law. It fettles 
the terms upon which the cargo is to be carried, 
as the bills of lading determine the contents of 
the cargo ; the matters or owners ufually bind 
themfelves, the tbip, tackle, and furniture, that 
the goods put on board or freighted thall be 
delivered (dangers of tbe feas excepted), well 
conditioned, at the place of difebarge agreed 
upon. The matter or thip owner generally 
covenants to provide a fufficiency of tackle and 
mariners, and to fit the tliip in every refpedt 
for performing the voyage. The merchant or 
freighter, on his part, ftipulates to pay the mo- 
ney agreed upon for freight on the delivery of 
the goods i penalties are annexed on both.lidcs 
for the non-performancc. 

A charter-party may be made by the maflef 
for bimfelf and owners ; in which eafe the 
mafter may releafe the freighter, without ad- 
vifing with the owners : but if the owners let 
out to freight the ihip, fpccifyingthe particular - 
mafter, then, though the mafter covenant in 
the fame charter-party, and fubferibe it, his 
releafe will not bind the owners, although tbe 
owners releale will include the mafter. 

So likew He may a fa 61 or enter into a chartef- 
‘ party. If a faftor freight a fhip by order, and 
for account of another, out and home, aiid a 
charter-party is made between him and the 
mafter, the fadtor is liable tor all the freight, 
and performance of all the covenants ; hut if 
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AND DEMURRAGE. 

the Ihip be only freighted outwards, and loaded 
by the factor, the goods fhipped, are alone liable 
for the freight, and no demand can be made on 
the freighter, by virtue of the charter-party ; 
but the confignee of the goods is to pay the 
freight according to the bills of lading. 

If, by the time appointed in the charter- 
party, the freighter is not ready to load, the 
parties are at liberty ; and the party injured 
has his remedy by action for damages. 

If part of the lading be on board, and fome 
intervening accident prevent the merchant 
from (hipping the whole in time, the mafter is 
at liberty to contrail with another, and lhall 
have freight, by way of damage, for the time 
that thefe goods were on board after that 
limited. For any failure after complete loading 
will end the contrail, unlefs afterwards affirmed 
by confent. . And though it be not prudent for 
a merchant or mafter to depart from the con- 
trail on every non-compliance with the terms, 
yet it is but jullicc that, under luch circum- 
ftanccs, (hips and mafters (hould remain free : 
for otherwife by the bare lading of a (ingle bale, 
the opportunity of a paflage might be loft, and 
the fcafon of the year might prevent the voy- 
age. 

If goods arc fully laden on board, and the 
(hip hath broken ground, and the merchant again 
unloads them, according to the marine law, 
freight is notwithftanding due. Where no 
freight was to be paid for the cargo outivards, 
but freight for the cargo homewards, and the 
freighter’s faitor abroad had no goods to load 
on board, her freight was decreed. 

If a (hip be freighted out and home, and 
deliver her cargo at the place agreed on ; 
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Or if a (hip be freighted to go to any place to 
load, and arrive there, and the freighter’s factor 
cannot, or will not, put any thing on board, 
the matter mull flay the days of demurrage 
agreed upon by the charter-party, and make a 
regular protefi for the non compliance of his 
freighter, who will in this cafe be obliged to 
pay him, empty or full ; though, thould the 
matter not wait the time ttipulated, or omit to 
make his proteft, he will lofe his freight. 

' If the matter, on his finding no goods provided, 

fhould load fome on his own account, fuch as 
fait, &c. this will be no bar to his recovering 
' his freight ; but if the matter take in fuch fait, 

&C. on his own account, before the days of de- 
murrage are expired, and that, by fomccondition 
with the freighter, he may thill claim freight, 
in fuch cafe the freighter is to have the benefit 
of the fait in deduction of fuch freight. 

If a freighter, by loading prohibited or un- 
lawful goods, occafion the detention of the 
thip, or otherwife impede the voyage, he will 
have to pay the freight agreed for. 

PAfbmurce of If, by the time appointed in the charter- 
P3tty h by *he party, the fiiip is not ready to take in, the par- 
mafttr or own- ties are at liberty, and the, party injured will 
cr - recover damages. 

If part of the goods be on board, and fome 
intervening misfortune fhould prevent the 
remainder from being (hipped, the merchant 
may (hip them on board another, difeharge the 
firft, and recover damages againlt the malter or 
owner for the reft. 

If the (hip in her voyage becomes unable 
without the mailer’s fault, or that the mafier or 
(hip be.arrefted by any foreign prince or (late 
in her voyage, the mailer may either wend hit 
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Jhtfi or freight another ; but if the merchant 
will not confent thereto, then the freight 
becomes due for fo much as the fhip hath 
earned ; otherwife the matter is liable for all 
damages that (hall happen ; and therefore, 
if that fhip to which the goods were tranttated 
perifh, the matter fhall anfwer ; but if both the 
fhips perifh, then he is difchargcd : but in cafe 
of extreme neceflity, as that the fhip would be 
in a finking condition, and an empty fhip is 
patting by, or at hand, he may tranflafe the 
'goods ; but if that fhip finks or perithes, he is 
there excufed ; but then it. mutt be apparent 
that this feemed probable and fufficient . 

If a matter weigh anchor, and fail after the 
tjme covenanted or agreed for his departure, if 
any damage happens at fea after that time, he 
fhall refund, and make good all fuch rnif- 
fortune ; yet if a charter-party be made, that 
the plaintiff fhall fail from London to Lifbon, 
with the firft wind and opportunity, &c. in 
confideration of which, the merchant did not 
covenant to pay fo much for freight, and the 
fhip departs not with the firft wind and oppor- 
tunity, yet afterwards breaks ground, and ar- 
rives at her port, the freight in this cafe becomes 
due, and there is nothing can debar thelhip of 
her freight but non-departure, for only that in 
law is material to avoid the payment of the 
freight ; but to fay the fhip did not depart 
with the next wind, is but a circumftance 
which in ftri&nefsof law is not necefiafy to be 
denied. 

If it be agreed that the matter fhall fail from 
London to Leghorn in two months, and freight 
accordingly is agreed on, if he begins the voy- 
age within two months, though he does not 
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Retire at Leghorn within the time, the freight 
becomes due. 

The Eaft India Company might by charter- 
party keep a fhip they had freighted a long time 
in India, and did lb keep her, till lhe was unlit 
for fervice, and could not come home. They 
were obliged in chancery to pay the damage, 
though by tlic charter-party it was payable at 
the return of the fhip. 

If a mailer lets ont his fhip, and afterwards 
fccreWy takes in other goods, unknown to the 
lirft freighter, by law marine he lofes his freight • 
and if it Ihould to fall but that any of the 
freighter’s goods Ihould, for fafety of the fhip, 
be call overboard, the refl lhall not become 
fubjedt to average, but the mailer lhall make 
the damage good ; though if the goods be 
brought into the fhip fecretly, and unknown 
to him, it is othervvile ; and goods fo brought 
in may be fubjcct to what freight the mailer' 
fhall think lit. 

When a fhip puts into any other port than 
that lhe was bound to by agreement, the 
mailer lhall anlvver all damages that lhall ac- 
crue thereby ; but if lhe was forced in by 
liorm, enemies, or pirates, he mull after- 
wards proceed to that he was obliged to by 
contradt. 

If a fhip in her voyage happens to be taken 
by an enemy, and afterwards is retaken b.y 
another lhip in amity, and reftitution is made, 
and lhe proceeds on in her voyage, the contradt 
is not determined, though the taking by the 
enemy diverted the property out of th.e owners ; 
yet by the law of war that pollelTion was defea- 
lible, and being recovered in battle afterwards, 
the owners became rc-in verted j fo the contradt. 
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fey fiction of law, became as if fhe had oeVer 
been taken, and the entire freight becomes 
due. 

It was Covenanted by a charter-party, tbata 
fhip fhould return by a certain time within the 
Rivet* Thames (the danger of the fea excepted), 
and afterwards in the voyage, and within the 
time of the return, fhe was taken upon the fea 
by enemies unknown to the edvenantof ; and 
being detained by them, could not return 
Within the time mentioned by the covenant, 

Refolved, This impediment was within the ex- 
ception ; for thefe words intend as well any 
danger upon the fea by pirates, or men of war, 
as dangers of the lea by fhipWrcck, tempeft, 

&c. 

t If, before the departure of the fhip, there How far «<**■> 
fhould happen an embargo, occafioned by war, 
rcprifals, or otherwife, with the country to an **b*go/ 
Which the fhip is bound, lb that fhe cannot pro- 
ceed on her voyage, the charter-party fhall be 
diflolved, without damages or charges to either 
party ; and the merchant fhall pay the charges 
ofunlading bis goods ; but if the rcflraint arifes 
from a difference between the parties them- 
felves, the charter-party fhall ftill remain Valid 
in all points* 

If the ports be only flint, and the veflels 
flopped for a time, the charter-party fhall ltill 
be valid, and the mafter lhall be reciprocally 
obliged to wait the opening of the ports and the 
liberty of the (hips, without any pretenfions for 
damages on cither fide. 

However the merchant, at his own charges, 
may nnlade his goods during fhutting up of the 
port, upon condition either to relade them, or 
indemnify the mailer. 
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Demurrage. Demurrage is an allowance made to the 
matter of a (hip by his freighters, for (laying 
longer in a place than the time firft appointed, 
for his departure, and is generally inferted in 
the charter-party to be paid daily, as it becomes 
due : the days are always limited ; fo that on 
the expiration thereof, and protetts duly made, 
the matter is at liberty to proceed.

The difference between a bill ofladinganda

This noble ftrudlure, at once a monument of national 
genius, grandeur, and munificence, was founded in 1694, 
by King William and Queen Mary. It is delightfully 
fituated upon the iouthern banks of the Thames, elevated 
on a Terrace about eight hundred and fixty-five feet in 
length towards the river, and confifts of four diftin£t piles 
of building, diftinguifhed by the names of King Charles's, 
Queen Anne's , King V/iUiam's , and Queen Mary's. The 
internal between the two moft northern buildings, viz. 
King Charles’s and Queen Anne’s, forms the grand 
fquare, which is about two hundred and feyenty-three 
feet wide. 

But it is more within the fcope of the prefent work to 
detail the moll interefting particulars of information re- 
lative to the internal regulation of this intlitution, than 
to deferibe or enumerate the various beauties of the edifice ; 
at the fame time wc may be allowed to remark, that for 
beauty, folidity, and magnificence, this building, if it has 
been any where equalled, is no where furpafied. 

For the information of thofe who may be more imme- 
diately concerned, as entitled to the benefits of the Hofpi- 
tal, the particulars relative to penfioners, their mode of 
admillion, allowance of provifions, pocket-money, and 
cloathing to the penfioners, out penfioners, mode of 
admifiion, nurfes, infirmary, and fchopl, will be given in 
the order in which they occur.

pp PENSIONERS, 

The number of penfioners now maintained in the 
Jdofpital is two thoqfand three hundred and fifty. Every 
boatfwain is allowed 2 s. 6d. ; every mate, is. 6d. ; and 
every private man, is. per week pocket money. 

They, are alio allowed, in the fpace of two years, 
a fuit of blue clothes, a hat, three pair of blue yarn hofe, 
three pair of Ihoes, and four Ihirts. Their diet confifts of 
one loaf' of bread of fixteen ounces, and two quarts of beer, 
per day. One pound of mutton on Sunday and Tues- 
day ; one pound of beef on Monday, Tburfday, and 
Saturday ; peafe loup, cheefe, and butter, on Wednefday 
and Friday. 
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MODE OF APPLYING FOR ADMISSION. 

Perfons defirous to be admitted petitioners are to apply 
at the Admiralty Office at leaft ten days before the day pf 
examination (the days at prefent appointed for that purpofe 
are the firftThurfdays in January, April, July, and October), 
where they receive letters directed to the proper officer at 
the Navy Office, for certificates of their time of Service in 
the navy ; which certificates are fent to the Admiralty 
before the day of examination, when the candidates are 
examined by the Board (the furgeoit of the Hofpital 
attending), and thofe who are found to be proper objedts 
are minuted to be fent to the Hofpital, and as vacancies 
happen are fent accordingly. 

OF OUT-PEN SI ONERS. 

There are an indefinite number of thefe, who receive 7I. 
Jier annum , and are appointed in the fame manner as thofe 
before-mentioned. After they are appointed, they are to 
take their warrants to the Treafurer’s Office in the Hofpital, 
where a ticket is delivered to thetn, by which they are 
empowered to receive their pcnfion,by quarterly payments, 
either on the fpot, or, if refiding at any great difiance, from 
collectors of the cuftoms or cxcife, in confequence of certi- 
ficates figned and tranfinitted by the treafurer, and attefted 
by the fteward or clerk of the checque. 

NURSES. 

• The number of thefe is one hundred and forty-feven, 
who muli all be widows of Jeamen, and under the age of 
forty-five at the time of admiffion. They are required to 
take out certificates of their huiband’s fervice in the navy, 
in the fame mode as the penfioners, and produce certificates 
of their age and marriage to the Board of Admiralty (on 
the day ot examination), by whom they are appointed. 
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BOYS. 

This eftablilhment (confiding of one hundred and fifty), 
which is intended for the maintenance and education of 
tons offeamen, is folely under the management of the Di- 
rectors, who nominate the boys in rotation. Previous 
to their admiffion, the following particulars mud ba 
proved by proper certificates, viz. 

That they are the Jons of feamen. 

Between eleven and thirteen years of age . 

Objects of charity. 

Of found body and mind , and able to read. 

The fchool-room is capable of containing two hundred 
boys, who are educated in reading, writing, and navigation, 
and after three years refidence at the Hofpital are bound 
out for feven years to the fca fervice only. 

THE INFIRMARY. 

This is a capacious building, divided into two principal 
parts ; one for the patients under the care of the phyfician, 
and the other for thofe whofc cafes require the attendance 
of a furgeon. 

Each part is two dories in height, containing a double 
row of rooms, being altogether in number fixty-four, cal- 
culated to hold two hundred and fifty-fix patients ; each 
room has achimncy-place,with an aperture near the ceiling, 
for the purpofc of ventilating, and will accommodate four 
patients. 

In the fore-part of this building, confiding of the phyfi- 
cian’s divifion, is the hall ; oppofite to it, in the back part 
which belongs to the furgeon, is the kitchen ; and in the 
upper dory is a finall chapel, where prayfers are read 
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by the chaplains twice a week, for the benefit of the 
patients. 

Other parts of this building comprize the difpenfary and 
furgery, and apartments for the phyfician, for the furgeon, 
and difpenfer, with their refpeaive afliftants, and for the 
matron ; and adjacent within the walls are hot and cold 
baths. 

Such are the provifions which the Legiflature, the 
' genuine organ of a country grateful to her brave defenders, 
has eflablifhed for their comfort and accommodation ; and 
this fuperb and hofpitable ftru&ure bears fplendid tefti- 
mony to furrounding nations that Great Britian is not more 
pre-eminently diftinguifhed for her naval triumphs than 
for a grateful attention to tbofe intrepid teamen by whom 
thofe triumphs have been achieved. 

Not like the mariner of other countries, poorly pro- 
vided, and coldly difmifled when his tervices are no 
longer wanted, or, if difabled, abandoned to ficknets and 
* beggary ; the Britifh Seaman is not only liberally provided 
while in actual fervice, but when difabled or fuperannuated, 
food, clothing, medicine, every necefiary accommodation 
and comfort, including even the education of his children, 
are here provided by the Government.

But not to the Government alone is this kind and 
grateful attention exclufively confined ; the country at 
large, with laudable and generous emulation, rivals the 
Legiflature, and independent of the ample bounties paid 
upon entering the fervice, immenfe fubferiptions have been

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at various times received for the relief of the wounded, and 
the relatives of the killed. In this reign of frequent triumph 
— of unparalleled naval achievement — a victory is no 
fooner announced than the widows and children of the 
flain excites ‘the firft and univerfal fympfcthy — a fubferip- 
tion is inftantly opened, and the mod opulent merchants 
and citizens of the metropolis fet a liberal example, which 
rapidly fpreads throughout the realm. 

It is from thefe circumftances that Great Britain is— 
WHAT SHE IS — and whilft covering the opprefled 
beneath her fliicld, brandithes her righteous fpear again ft 
thofe mad. deftroyers who have defolated defencelefs coun- 
tries, and fo long “ frighted Europe from her propriety.’* 
What is the powerful caufc that the Britifh forces 
volunteer at the firft call wherever their^fervices are re- 
quired ? — The encouragement they receive, the eftimation 
they are held in by Government and their countrymen. 
— Not like the herd of hand-cuffed confcripts, lingering 
in reluftant march, or goaded on by the point of the 
bayonet to join an army banded for plunder, and whole 
“ progrefs has been tracked by defolation” — the patriot 
legions of Great Britain fly at the firft call to - aflert the 
caufe of differing humanity ; allured that falling, pofte- 
rity will be juft to their fame, and if wounded or difabled, 
their munificent country has appointed no lefs than a 
palace for their reception.

Matters (or in their abfence the owners) 
refufing to appear when lb fummoned (not 
having a reafonable excufc), or if they (ball 
appear thould refute to anfwerfuch examination 
upon oath, which the receivers or their deputies 
are empowered to adminitter, (hall forfeit 
twenty pounds ; one half of which to be for the 
ulc of the Hofpital, and the other to the profe- 
cutor.

All alignments, bargains, or contracts what- 
foever, of pay, made by out-penfioners, to be 
null and void. 

The treafurer of the Hofpital to make out

To a Widow, a full year’s pay, according to 
the poll her hulband ferved in at his death. 

# See Pm Ely Siam fit, 6cc. 
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Orphans, each the one-third proportion 
of a widow ; and pofthumous children are 
efteemed orphans. 

Orphans married are not entitled to the 
bounty. 

If there be no widow, a mother (if a widow 
and above fifty years of age) is entitled to a 
widow’s (hare. 

The relations of officers of fire-fhips are en- 
titled to the fame bounty as thofc officers of like 
in fourth rates. 

Captains are to fet down the names of the 
flain at the end of the mufter-books, and on 
what occafion. 

This bounty extends unto thofc who are 
flain in tenders, in boats, or on fhore, as well 
as to thofe on board the fhips ; alfo to thofc 
who are flain in fight with pirates, or in any 
encounter with the Ihips of friends by miftake ; 
alto thofe who die of their wounds alter battle ; 
are all eftcemed as perfons flain. 


To Officers wounded in fight with the Enemy, and 
to Officers hurt in the Service : 

If an officer receives a wound that (halt 
occafion, the lofs of an eve or a limb, or the 
total lofs of the' ufe of a limb, or that (upon 
certificate from the Surgeon’s Company in 
London) (hall in effect be of equal prejudice to 
the habit of the body with the lofs of a limb, he 
{hall receive one full year’s pay, and fhall be 
allowed fuch expences relating the cure (if not 
performed at his majefty’s expcnce) as fhall 
be certified reafonable by the faid Company ; 
he fhall alfo continue in pay during the time 
of his cure. 
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With refpeCt to the year’s gratuity, (hips 
under the third rate are to be efteetned as 
fuch. 

Volunteers are alfo entitled to the fame 
bounty as lieutenants. 

If the wounds received do not amount to the 
lofs of a limb, equal prejudice to the body, the 
charges of cure are only allowed, and the con- 
tinuance of pay as aforefaid. 

Under the term wounded in fight is com- 
prehended all the feveral cafes relating to thole 
llain in fight ; and thofe fo wounded are paid 
the gratuity, &c. on application to the Navy 
Board. 

Inferior officers or leamen hurt, maimed, or 
difablcd in the fervice by certificate figned by 
the captain, lieutenant, matter, furgeon, and 
one or more warrant officers of the (hip, ex- 
preffing the nature of the hurt, &c. are en- 
titled to the benefit of the cheft at Cha- 
tham, according to the rules and conftitutions 
thereof. 

Of Pettjions to fuperannuated Officers. 

Boatlwains, gunners.carpcntcrs, purfers, and 
cooks (whofc employments are confiant), mud 
ferve full fifteen years ; matters and furgeons 
(whole employments are conttant) eight years 
in their relpedtivc offices, before they are enti- 
tled fo fuperannuation. 

Officers applying for fuperannuation are to 
be examined by the phyficians of the fick and 
wounded (or in default of that commiflion by 
the phylician of Greenwich Hofpital), in con- 
junction with the Surgeon’s Company, who are 
to report their opinion (in writing) of their in- 
capacity to ferve his majefty. 
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Officers whofe employments are conftant, 
being admitted to fuperannuation, receive an 
annual penfion equal to their pay in the fhip of 
the higheft rate they have ferved in. 

The penfions of matters are equal to half 
their pay, and furgeons are allowed the fame 
penfions as matters of equal rates. 

Commiffion officers worn out and difabled 
in the fervice are confidercd as their cafes 
may deferve, and as his majetty may think 
fit.

This a<ft, or abything therein contained, not 
to extend to the forfeiture of any cutter, lugger, 
ihallop, wherry, floop, fmack, or yaul, nor any 
veflel or boat whatever, in the fervice of the 
navy, vi6tualling, ordnance, cuftoms, excife, or 
poft office ; nor any having a licenfe from the 
admiralty ; nor any lighters or barges ufed in 
rivers or inland navigation. 

Any cutter, veflel, boat, &c. having a licenfe 
from the admiralty limiting the navigation to, 
or from, or within any particular port or place, 
and being found in any other port out of the 
limits, fhall be feized and forfeited. 

In cafe it fhall appear, that fuch cutter, &c. 
was driven or forced without the limits of the 
licenfe, fhe fhall not be forfeited. 

The matter of every fuch veflel fhall produce 
his licenfe, if required, to every officer of the 
cuftoms or excife, with the indorfement there- 
on : on his failure thereof, or not having the 
fame on board, fhe may be feized. 

All cutters, veflels, boats, &c. feized in pur- 
fuance of this a£t, fhall be difpofed of in fuch 
tnanner, and under fuch regulations and reftric- 
tions as direfted by 24 Geo.

By the twenty-fourth article of war, “ there lhall be no 
“ wafteful expencc of any powder, (hot, ammunition, or 
“ other stores in the fleet, nor any imbezzlement thereof ; 
“ but the ftoresand provifions fhall be carefully preferved, 
“ upon pain of fuch punithment, to be inflidted upon the 
“ offenders, abettors, buyers, and receivers (being perlbns 
“ fubjedt to naval difciplinc) as (hall be, by a court mar- 
“ tial, found juft in that behalf.” 

But this punifhment is confined to perfons fubjedt to 
naval difeipline. — By the thirty-firll of Elizabeth, imbez- 
zling ftores to the amount of 20s. was made felony ; but 
this a dt does not appear to have been adequate to the pre- 
vention of the evil. Accordingly, the Legiflature had 
recourfe to a feverer punifhment, and by the 2 ad Car. II. 
the benefit of clergy was exprefsly taken away. 

The fubfequent adts contain regulations for the more 
eafy detedtion of offenders, by affixing a particular mark to 
all ftores ufed for bis majefty’s navy, and empower the 
commiflioners of the navy to adt as ju dices in caufing 
offenders to be apprehended, committed, and profecuted. 
— The principal officers alfo of his majefty’s navy, as well 
as the commiflioners, may ifliie warrants for the appre- 
henfion of offenders. The commiflioners of the navy have 
alfo power to fearch (hips fufpedted of having prohibited 
naval stores, which, if difeovered, the offenders may be 
“ fined aool. imprifoned, or punifhed corporally, and 
“ committed to fome houfe of corredtion, or public 
“ workhoufe, there to be kept to hard labour for three 
“ months, or lefs time, at the diferetion of the judge or

Goods wrecked, or in danger of being 
wrecked, are excepted from all the reftridtions. 
of importation and exportation. 

All goods and merchandize imported pay du- 
ties by gauge, mcalure, tale, or weight, the 
quantities being afeertained by the proper 
officers at the watcr-fide ; and as the exadt 
quantity of any goods liable to the duty, by the 
gauge, meafure, or weight, cannot be accurately 
afeertainqd beforetheyarc landed, it is uniformly 
the pradtice to make a fair entry of a quantity 
fhort of the whole eftimated to be imported, 
upon which the duty is received, and after the 
goods have been examined, and the whole 
quantity charged by the officers, the duties are 
to be paid upon the remaining quantity : thefe 
two adts of the merchant produce from the 
collector, comptroller, and examiner, certifi- 
cates of the payment of thofe duties, which 
authorize^ the examining officers to deliver the 
goods to the merchant, and are called prime 
' entries and pofi entries. All goods or merchan- 
dize which pay duty by tale, the merchant is 
fuppofed to know the exact quantity of, there- 
fore no fccond or pojl entry is permitted for any 
fuch goods after tney have been unfhipped with 
intent to land ; and if, by examination, the 
quantity is found to be greater than the duties 
have been paid for, before they were unfhipped, 
the furplus is by law, and long-cftablifhed 
cuftom, forfeited. But the cominiffioners of 
the cuftoms and cxcifc have a power to relieve, 
in all cafes where it fhall be made appear to 
their fatisfadtion that there was not any inten- 
tion of fraud. In thole inftances, where the 
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inerchant is doubtful of the quality or quantity 
of the goods* which frequently occurs, the law 
has permitted him to take out a bill of view , or 
fight, and the officers then afcertain the quan- 
tity of the different forts of goods, which they 
make a return of to the colle&or upon the bill 
of fight, and the merchant is to declare of what 
country they are the growth, production, or 
manufacture. 


The following arc fuch of the Rules referred to in the 
27 Geo.

clock in the evening, from the tenth of March 
to the tenth of September, giving notice there- 
of to the refpedlive officers appointed to attend 
the lading and unlading of goods ; and fuch 
officer as ihail refufe, i^pon due calling, to be 
prefent, he lhall forfeit for every default 5I. ; 
one moiety to the king, and the other moiety 
to the party grieved, and fuing for the fame. 

The officers who fit above in the cuftom- 
houfe of the port of London (hall attend the 
fervice of their fcvcral places from nine to 
twelve of the clock in the forenoon ; and one 
officer or one able clerk fliall attend with the 
book in the afternoon, during fuch time as the 
officers are appointed to wait at the water-fide, 
for the better deciding of all controvcrfies that 
may happen concerning merchants warrants. 
All the officers of the out-ports lhall attend 
every day in the cuftom-houl'c of every refpedt- 
ive port, for difpatch of merchants and fhip- 
pers, between the hours of nine of the clock 
and twelve in the morning, and two and four of 
the clock in the afternoon. 

Every merchant making an entry of goods, 
either inwards or outwards, lhall be difpatched 
in fuch order as he comcth ; and if any officer, 
Or his clerk, lhall, cither for favour or reward, 
put any merchant, or his fervant duly attend- 
ing, by his turn, or otherwife delay any perfon 
fo duly attending, and making his entries 
aforefaid, to draw any other reward or gratuity 
from him than is limited in the adl of tonnage, 
abd poundage, and this book, if the matter or 
officer be found faulty herein, he lhall, upon 
complaint to the chief officer of the cuftom- 
houlc, be ftridlly admonilhed of bis duty ; 
but if the clerk be found faulty therein, he 
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lhall, upon complaint to the laid chief offi- 
cers, be prefently difcharged of his fervice, 
and not be permitted to fit in the cuftom- 
houfe.

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N OTWITHSTANDING the various arguments which 
have been adduced againft the legality of impreffing men 
for the fca fervice, the practice of thus manning the navy 
is not only fan&ioned by cuftom, but is alto eftablifhed by 
law ; and where no other adequate mode can be fubftituted, 
the law of imperious neceffity muft be complied with. 

The very high bounties, however, which have been 
given, and the 35 Geo. 3. c. 9. amended by 35 Geo. 3. 
c. t 9. appointing certain proportions of men to ferve in 
the navy, to be levied in the feveral counties of England 
and Wales, has been found nearly effectual, without hav-

It having been found that the making Afturances, in- 
tereft or no intereft, or without further proof of intereft 
than the policy, had been productive of many pernicious 
practices, whereby great numbers of {hips, with their

DISCOVERIES in thefe branches of fcience are of 
fnch importance in a commercial and maritime flute, 
that the Legiflature has been induced to hold out very 
liberal rewards, as an encouragement to thofe who ihould 
devote their time and talents to fubje&s fo beneficial to 
their country. — Not only a very large reward is offered 
to any pcrfon who fhall actually dilcover the longitude 
(if fuch difeovery be indeed practicable), but certain con- 
siderable fums are to be allowed to thole who fhall ap- 
proximate within certain limits towards this difeovery ; 
and a difcrctionary power is wifely veiled in the com- 
miflioners, to beftow large turns as rewards, for fuch 
improvements in navigation as fhall be dejemed of public 
utility. 

Some of thefe a6ts relate to the time-prcces of Harrifon, 
which were found to perform with great accuracy. The 
more recent invention of Mr. Mudge has alfo been found 
of confiderablc advantage, and both have been liberally 
rewarded ; thefe time-pieces, together with the intro- 
duction of the lunar obfervations, now almoff univcrfally 
adopted in his Majefty’s navy, have perhaps brought 
thefe enquiries, if not tp the prccifc and abfolute attain- 
ment of the longitude, to a degree of accuracy fufficient 
to anfwcr all the ncccflary purpofes of navigation. 

The firft a 61 for providing a public reward for fuch 
perfon or perfons as Ihould difeover the longitude by

Th E prefent flourifhing condition of our marine, is in 
a great meafiirc owing to the falutary regulations of the 
Navigation and Plantation A61s ; the rudiments of which 
were firft framed - during the government of the Long Par- 
liament. Prior to that period we find only one flatute 
during the reign of Richard the Second *, which had for 
its leading features the increafe of (hipping, and the aug- 
mentation of our navy : but by a fubfequent ftatute in the 
fame reign -f- the regulations and provifions thereby made 
were enervated. At the period the Commonwealth Par- 
liament framed the Navigation A 61, there prevailed fenti- 
ments of animofity againft the Dutch, jealoufy againil 
lome of our colonies difaffedted to the Parliament, and 
other political confiderations ; all of thefe ultimately 
tended to eftablifh fome commercial regulations in thisadt, 
which now appear to have been dictated by the founded 
policy and moft deliberate wifdom. The find outlines of 
this adt, framed in 1650 by the Commonwealth Parlia- 
ment, prohibited all (hips of foreign nations from trading 
with any Englifh plantations, without licenfc from the 
council of ltatc J. In the following year the prohibition 
was extended likewife to the mother-country, and no 
goods were differed to be imported into England, or any 
of its dependencies, in any other than Englith bottoms, or 
in the (hips of that European nation, of which the mer- 
chandize imported was the genuine growth or manufac- 
ture §. At the Rcftoration the former provifions and regu- 
lations were continued with fundry important improve- 
ments ||, which have been further enforced and rendered 
more effectual by ftatutes in the reign of his prelent

the trade of our colonies had been monopolized by the 
Dutch, who by rcafon of the low intereft of money in 
Holland, the magnitude of their flock, the number of their 
fhips, and the reafonablenefs of their import and export 
duties, could afford to buy at the deareft, and fell at the 
cheapeft rate. Thus they feizcd upon the profits of a 
variety of productions which they had neither planted nor 
gathered f. The Navigation Adt remedied thele evils, by 
excluding all foreign (hips from entering the harbours of 
the Englifh colonies, which confequcntly obliged their 
principal produce to be exported directly to the countries 
under the dominion of England. The Government, 
though aware of the inconveniences of fuch an exclufion, 
was not alarmed at it ; but, confidered the empire only as 
a tree, whole fap muft be turned back to the trunk, when 
it flows too freely to fome of the branches. The Adt of 
Navigation very properly aims, principally, at giving the 
Tailors and (hipping of Great Britain the monopoly of the 
trade of their own country, in fome cafes by ablolute pro- 
hibition, and in others by heavy duties upon the (hipping 
of foreign countries. Its leading features chiefly are : 

ift. Prohibiting all fhips, of which the owners, mafters, 
and three-fourths of the mariners are not Britifh fubjects, 
from trading to the Britifh fettlemcnts and plantations, or 
being employed in the coafting trade of Great Britain. 

2d. Allowing a great variety of the moft bulky articles to 
be imported, either in fuch fhips above mentioned, or in 
fhips of the country where thole goods are produced, and of 
which the mafters, and three-fourths of the mariners are of 
that particular country : but in fuch latter cafe, they are 
fubjedt to double Aliens’ Duty. And if fuch goods or 
commodities are imported in fhips of .any other country, 
the penalty is forfeiture of the lhip and goods.

From hence it is obvious, that the regulations of this 
aCl did rrioft effectually exclude the Dutch from being 
barriers of goods to Great Britain, as well as importing to 
us the goods of any other European country. That they 
likcvvife clipped a confiderable branch of the Dutch opu- 
lence, by excluding Britith (hips from loading in Holland 
the goods of any other European country, Holland being 
at that time the great emporium for all European goods. 
And thefe regulations likewife affeCted moft cftentially 
their refources, in fupplying foreign nations with fi(h, as 
“ facing at that time the only fifhing date in Europe. 

The ACt of Navigation, however, a learned writer ob- 
ferves-f-, “ is not favourable to foreign commerce, or to 
“ the growth of that opulence which can arife from it. 
u The intereft of a nation in its commercial relations to 
“ foreign nations, is like that of a merchant with regard 
u to the different people with whom he deals, to buy as 
** cheap, and to fell as dear as poffible : but it will be moft 
'** likely to buy cheap, when by the moft perfeCt free- 
** dom of trade, it encourages all nations to faring to it, 
u the goods which it his occafion to purchase ; and for

“ the lame reafon, it will be moll likely to fell dear \vhcii 
“ its markets are thus filled with the greateft numbers of 
“ buyers. The A 61 of Navigation, it is true, lays no 
“ burden upon foreign Ihips that come to export the pro- 
“ duce of Britilh induftry. Even the ancient Aliens’ Duty, 
“ which ufed to be paid upon all goods exported, as well 
“ as imported, has by fcveral fubfequent ads been taken 
“ off from the greater part of the articles of exportation. 
“ But, if foreigners, either by prohibitions or high duties, 
“ are hindered from coming, to fell, they cannot always 
“ afford to come to buy ; bccaufc, coming without a 
“ cargo, they pnifl lofe the freight from their own country 
“ to Great Britain. By diminithingthc number of fellers, 
tc therefore, we neccffarily diminifh that of buyers, and 
“ arc thus likely, mot only to buy foreign goods dearer, 
“ but to fell our own cheaper, than if there was a more 
“ perfect freedom of trade.” But as the defence and lafety 
of Great Britain depends much upon the number of its 
tailors and Ihipping, and which is an object of much greater 
importance than the; opulence which might be naturally 
derived from an unlimited trade to the colonies ; the Ads 
of Navigation, in this view of them, upon a due confedera- 
tion of their abfolute and relative advantages and difadvan- 
t.'igcs, will be found, perhaps, to contain the wifeft of all? 
the commercial regulations of Great Britain.

In order to prevent the frauds daily ufed in 
colouring and concealing of aliens’ goods, all 
wines of the growth of France or Germany*, 
imported into any part of Great Britain in any 
other but Britifh fhips, and navigated with 
Britifh mariners, fhall be deemed aliens’ goods, 
and pay cuftoms accordingly. And all forts of

Mailers of trading fhips and packet boats 
going to the plantations fhall be obliged (at the 
detire of any king’s officers thereunto lawfully 
authorifed, and at the charges of his majefty) 
to rcoeivc on board any number of mariners, 
feamcn, or other perfons entered into his ma- 
jcity’s fea fervice (over and above the ufual 
complement of feamen belonging to fuch trad- 
ing fhip), and carry them to the port to which 
file is bound, not exceeding in proportion of 
one-fifth part of the complement, on pain of 
forfeiting rol. for every man refufed to be taken 
on- board, Or, after having received on board, 
willingly permitting and fuftering them to 
efcape. 

The matter of every trading fhip, &c. to 
fign an acknowledgment in writing of his hav- 
ing received fuch men, in order to carry and 
deliver them to fuch officer or perfon to whom 
they are affigned, and to deliver the lame to 
the officer who fhipped the men, who is to lay 
the fame before the Coinmiffioncrs of the 
JSIavy ; and fuch matter fhall, within fix months 
after receiving the men, produce a certificate

The commiffioners, or any three of them, 
(hall have power and authority to enquire of 
fuch offences by the Oaths of twelve good and 
lawful men, of the fame (hire limited in the 
commiffion, as if luch offences had been odnt- 
mitted upon land in the fame {hire. 

All indictments found and prefented before 
fuch commiffioners fhall be valid in law. 

The fame procefs, judgment, and execution,

There does not appear to have been any other a< 5 t paffed 
relative to this fubjedt till the reign of King William, 
when the numerous a< 5 ts of piracy and depredations com- 
mitted by lea, in the Eaft and Well Indies, required a 
tribunal more extended, and more fummary punilh- 
ment. 

The preamble to this adt, nth and 12th W. III. re- 
cites the 28th Hen. VIII. c. 15. in confequence of which 
adl,the trial of theoffenders mentioned in that a£t, before the 
admiral, or his lieutenant, or commillary, had been alto-, 
gether difufed ; thatlince the making of the faid a6t, and 
efpecially. of late years, it had been found by experience, 
that perfon's committing piracies, robberies, and felonies, 
on the feas, in or near the Well Indies, and in places 
very remote, could not be brought to condign punilh- 
ment without great trouble and charges, iu fending them 
into England, to be tried within the realm, (as directed

a fpcedy remedy were provided to fupprefsthem, by a ItriCt 
and more cafy way for putting the ancient law r s in that 
behalf in execution, the trade and navigation into remote 
parts would very much fuller thereby. 

By this a£t it is provided. 

That "piracies, felonies, and rolberie', com- 3. 

mitted upon the fea within the cognizance of and wiwre 
the Admiral, may be examined, enquired of, piracies »ns re- 
tried, heard, determined, and adjudged, 
according to the directions of this act, in- any may be tried.

The regiftrar is then to read the articles againff 
fuch priloncr, upon which he is to be tried ; 
whcrciti lhall be fet forth the particulars of the 
piracy, robbery, and felony, with the time and 
place when and where, and in what manner it 
was committed ; after which the prifoner is to 
be a(ked whether he is guilty or not guilty of the 
robbery, &c. See.} whereupon the prifoner is to 
plead guilty or not guilty ; or cite it lhall be 
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taken as confefled, and be fhall fuffer in like 
manner as if he had been convidled upon oath 
of witnefles or his own confeffion : but fhould 
the priloner plead not guilty, witnefles fhall be 
produced by the regiftrar, and duly fworn and 
examined openly in the prifoners prefence, and 
a£ter a witnefs has anfwered all thequeftionspro- 
pofed by the prefident of the court, and given his 
evidence, the prifoner may have the witnefs crofe- 
examined, by declaring to the court what quef- 
tions he would have afked ; the prefident fhall 
interrogate the witnefs accordingly ; and every 
prifoner fhall have liberty to bring witnefles in 
his own defence, who fhall be fworn and ex- 
amined upon oath, after which the prifoner is

The owners of privateers, by virtue of their compiiflion, 
arc empowered to appropriate to their own ufe, and divide 
in fuch manner as lhaH be agreed upon, whatever cap- 
tures they may make, after fuch captures fhall have been 
legally condemned as prizes : they are alfo entitled to an 
allowance * from government, under the denomination of 
head-money, of 5I. for every man on board any man of 
war or privateer captured from the enemy, who was alive 
at the commencement of the action. With refpe£t to re- 
captures alfo, they are entitled to falvage, amounting to 
one-fixih of the property fo re-captured, belonging to his 
Ma jetty’s fubjeCts. 

If the date beat war with different dates, it is nccedary 
that there diould be either one commidion including all, 
or feparate commiffions againd each ; otherwife, if a cap-- 
tain, having a commidion only againd the French, diould 
fall in with and capture a Spaniard, fuch capture could not 
be condemned in the Admiralty as lawful prize, but 
might be taken away by fuch man of war as lhould firft 
fall in with him. 

The terms upon which men engage in fuch adventures, 
vary according as they can agree amongd thcmfelves. 
Sometimes the agreement is upon the terms of no prize no 
pay ; in which cafe, whatever be the produce of the prize, 
one moiety goes to the owners and the other to the men, 
to be divided between them purfuant to articles of agree- 
ment ; but when the men fail for wages, the captures be- 
long entirely to the owners, except a fmali proportion 
Iripulated to be given to the crew in addition to their 
wages, as a reward to dimulate them to adlion.

1. All prizes taken by thips and veficls, 
having commiflions of letters of marque and 
reprifals, may be fold and difpofed of by the 
merchants, owners, fitters, and others, to whom 
fuch letters of marque and rcpritals are granted, 
for their own ufe and benefit, af'er final adjudi- 
cation, and not before. 

Privateers which thall be found at tea, or in 
port, or at any di fiance from the coaft, having p r i V \teer«, *c. 
on board any foreign brandy, or other foreign having °n board 
fpirituous liquors, in any reficls or calks which 
thall not contain fixty gallons at the leaft , except 
only for the ufe of thefeamen, not exceeding two 
-gallons for each feaman, or any tea exceeding 
the quantity of fix pounds weight , or any goods

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F ROM the prelent defective ftate of the laws relative to 
fhe payment of prize money, it were much to be wilhe4 
that this fubjedt, now of more importance from the greater 
number of captures than at any former period, xnight bq 
rendered equally latisfadtory to the navy ?s the laws rela- 
tive to the payment of feamen’s wages. 

As the law now Hands, agents are only bound to make 
one payment within fix monthly and they arc allowed five per 
pent, for agency : in the former cafe, although one payment 
jnuft ablolutely be made within fix months after the capture, 
yet the quantum of that payment is left to the diferetion of 
the agent ; and ip the latter ipftancc, of the allowance of 
live per cent, when the various extra charges of broker- 
age, warehoufe rqom, &c. &c. come to be enumerated, 
in addition to the legal allowance, it generally rifes to 
about feven, eight, nine, ten, eleven, pr twelve per cent, 
upon the whole amount. 

When captures alfo are made in fpccie*. the allowance of 
five per cent, ought to be conliderably reduced, as we have 
inftanccs of agents abfolutely making their fortunes, as in 
the cafe of the late Spanilh prizes, for the mere trouble of 
receiving with one hand, and after turning the money to all 
the account which is practicable in the prefent times, pay- 
ing the fum to be diftributed with the other. 

The delays alfo of the courts of admiralty refpecting 
the adjudication of prizes, is an abufc deferying imme- 
diate remedy ; as by the prefent regulations any perfon 
piay put in his claim, and prevent the diftribufton, or 
diminifh the fum to be diftributed to thofe brave men who 
have fo hardly and nobly earned it ; for the advantage of •

It does not become the writer of this to fuggeft to the 
wifdom of the Legiflature, by what mode thefe abufes are 
to be remedied, whether by a. regulation compelling the 
agent to pay the whole of the capture within d certain 
time, and making the firft payment a proportionate per 
centage upon the whole of the capture, or by limiting the 
allowance for brokerage, warehoufc room, and other extra 
expenccs, to a certain fum not exceeding fix or feven 
per cent, upon the whole value, and referving a proportion 
to the amount of any claims, with the cofts of litigation, 
until the determination of fuch claim, and thereby pre- 
tenting any litigious claimant from locking up the prize 
money in the hands of the agent, to the great injury of the 
teft of the lharers *. Whether thefe, Or any of thefe reme- 
dies would be prudent or efficient, the author of this has 
not the prefiunption to afTume ; it is fufficient for him to 
point out the abufes, and in fo doing he is confcious that 
lie is writing in perfed unifon with the feelings of every 
dcl'cription of perfons ferving in the Britifh Navy.

No duties whatever (hall be taken for any 
prize goods confiding of military or (hips’ 
fiores, viz. fails, cordage, anchors and cables, 
mads, yards, bowfprits, blocks, guns, gun- 
powder, (hot, match, gun carriages, cartridges, 
and other materials thereunto belonging, and 
all timber and iron converted into and made 
fit for diip building, or for any of the ufes or 
purpofes aforefaid, failed beef, pork, and but- 
ter, bifeuit, fmall beer, peafe, and oatmeal, 
failors’ clothes, hammocks, bedding, and ap- 
paratus andindruments belonging to furgeons, 
or for any goods which by any law in force on 
and immediately before the id day of May 
1793 may be imported into this kingdom duty 
free. 

All wheat, wheat meal, or dour, rye, bar-

Additional InJiruSlions to the Commanders of His 
Majefly's Skips of War , and Privateers that 
may have Letters of Marque againft France, 
Stb June, 1793. 

I. It (hall be lawful to flop and detain all 
(hips loadcn wholly or in part with corn, flour. 
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or meal/ bound to any port in France, or any 
port occupied by the armies of France, and to 
fend them to fuch ports as thall be moil con- 
venient, in order that fuch corn, meal, or flour, 
may be purchafed on behalf of his Majefty’s 
government, and the fhips be rcleafed after 
fuch purchafe, and after a due allowance for 
freight; or that the matters of fuch fhips, on 
giving fecurity, to be approved of by the 
court of admiralty, be permitted to proceed to 
difpofe of their cargoes of corn, meal, or flour, 
in the ports of any country at amity with his 
Majefty. 

II. It fhall be lawful for the commanders of 
his Majctly’s fhips of waf, and privateers that 
have or may have letters of marque againtl 
France, to fcize all thips, whatever be their 
cargoes, that thall be found attempting to’ 
enter any blockaded port, and fend the lame 
for condemnation, together with their cargoes, 
except the thips of Denmark and Sweden, 
which thall not be prevented from entering on 
the firtt attempt, but on the fccond thall be 
tent in for condemnation. 

In cafe his Majcfty thall declare any port to 
be blockaded, the commanders of his Ma- 
jefty’s thips of war, or privateers that have or 
may have letters of marque againft France, 
are hereby enjoined, if they meet with fhips 
at fea which appear from their papers to 
be bound to fuch blockaded ports, but to have 
failed from the ports of their refpedtive coun- 
tries before the declarations of the blockade 
(hall have arrived there, to advertife them 
thereof, and to admonith them to go to other 
ports ; but they are not to moleft them afters 
wards, unlefs it thall appear that they have 
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continued their courfe with intent to enter the 
blockaded port, in which cafe they (hall be 
fubjedt to capture and condemnation ; as (hall 
likewife all (hips, wherefoever found, that (hall 
appear to have failed from their ports, bound to 
any port which his Majefty (hall declare to be 
blockaded, after fuch declaration (hall have been 
known in the country from whence they failed ; 
and all (hips which in thecourfeof their voy- 
age (hall have received notice of the blockade, 
in any manner, and yet (hall have purfued 
their courfe with intent to enter the fame.

Additional InJlruEiior.s to the Commanders of His

Whereas we have thought it expedient that 
the fubjedts of the king of Spain (hould be |>er- 
mitted, notwithftanding the prefent hoftilitics, 
to import, in vejjels not having, more than one 
deck , into the port of St. Jofef, in the i(land 
of Trinidada, any wool, cotton wool, indigo, 
cochineal, drugs of all forts, cocoa, tobacco, 
logwood, fuftick, and all foils of wood for 
dyers’ ufc, hides, (kins and tallow, beaver and 
all forts of furs, tortoife (hells, hardwood or 
mill-timber, mahogany and all other goods 
for cabinet ware, horfes, aftes, mules, and 
cattle, being the growth and produdlion of any 
of the colonies or plantations in America be- 
longing to the crown of Spain, and all coin or 
bullion, diamonds, or precious Hones, coming 
from thence ; and likewife that they (hould be 
permitted to export from the faid port of St. 
Jofef the faid goods and commodities, and al(o 
rum, the produce of any Britifh illand, and 
negroes which (hall have been legally import- 
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ed, and alfo all goods, wares, and merchan- 
dizes, which lhall have been legally imported, 
except malts, yards, or bowfprits, pitch, tar, 
turpentine, and tobacco, and alfo fuch iron 
which lhall have been brought from the Bri- 
tifh colonies in America : provided that fuch 
veflels lhall conform, as well as in importing

Additional foJlruElions to the Commanders of His 

Majejly's Ships of War and Privateers, dated 

20 th November, 1797. 

Whereas we have thought it expedient that 
pcrmillion (hould be given to the fubjects be- 
longing to his Catholic majefty having not more 
than one deck, to trade between the free ports 
eflablifhed in the HI and of Jamaica, and alto 
in the Bahama Iflands, and the Spanilh colo- 
nies in America, according to the regulations 
of the I’cveral ads for eftablilhing tree ports in 
our Wcft-India Iflands, notwithftanding the 
prefent hoftilitics : And whereas we have 
thought it expedient, tljat, notwithftanding the 
laid hoftilitics, pcrmillion fliould likewile be 
given to any Britilh vcflcls, navigated accord- 
ing to the laws now in force, to trade between 
the laid free ports in the ifland of Jamaica, and 
in the faid Bahama Iflands, and the Spanilh 
colonics in America ; provided luch Britilh and 
Spanifli vcflels that tliall fo trade between Ja- 
maica and the Spanifli colonies lhall have a 
liccnfc from the governor or commander in 
chief of the Bahama Iflands; and provided 
fuch Britilh and Spanilh vellels lhall import 
into the free ports of Jamaica, and the Ba- 
hama Iflands, fuch goods only as are here- 
after enumerated, viz. wool, cotton wool, 
indigo, cochineal, drugs of all forts, cocoa, 
tobacco, logwood, fuliiek, and all forts of 
dyers' wood for dyers’ life, hides, lkins, and 
tallow, beaver, and all forts of furs, tortoife 
lhclls, hardwood or mill-timber, mahogany, 
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and all other woods for cabinet ware, horfes, 
afies, mules, and cattle, being the growth and 
production of any of the colonies or planta- 
tions in America, belonging to the crown of 
Spain, and all coin or bullion, diamonds, or 
precious ftones, coming from thence ; and 
provided fuch Britifh and Spanifh vcflels fhall 
export from fuch free ports only the faid goods 
and commodities ; and alfo rum, the produce 
of any Britifh ifland, and negroes which fhall 
have been legally imported ; and alfo all goods, 
wares, merchandizes, and manufactures, which 
fhall have been legally imported, except mafis, 
yards, or bowfprits, pitch, tar, turpentine, and 
all other naval and military ltorcs, and tobacco. 
The commanders of fhips of war, and of thips 
commiflioned with letters of marque, are 
hereby required and enjoined not to detain or 
moleft any fuch Spanilh veflels, or any Britifh 
vcflels trading between the free ports in the 
laid iflands and the Spanifh colonies in Ame- 
rica. provided they are bona fide employed in 
carrying on their trade conformably to the re- 
fpeCtivc regulations herein above deferibed, 
and have a licenfc for that purpofe from the 
governor or commander in chief of the faid 
iflands refpcClively ; and in cafe fuch fhips fo 
licenfed fhould be captured and brought into 
port, through mifapprehenfion, or breach of 
our order, our courts of admiralty and 'vice 
admiralty are hereby required to liberate the 
fame, as being under the protection of our 
fpecial commifiion.

relief. Thcfe a<Sts indeed Hill remain upon the fiatute 
books, and (hew the early attention of the Legiflature to 
thefe meritorious clafles of men ; but lince the magnifi- 
cent and commodious eftablifhments of the two royal 
hofpitals of Greenwich and Chelfea, to fay nothing of the 
Cheft at Chatham, thefe adls arc now rendered little more 
than a dead letter.

The various afts of parliament and orders of council, 
relative to (hips coming from infected countries, and more 
particularly the precautionary regulations which have been 
lo recently made, are fuch as not only to guard again ft 
the poffibility of infe«5tion, but even to remove the ap- 
prehenfion that fuch infcdlion could pofiibly be commu- 
nicated. Thefe latter regulations were ordered in confe- 
rence of the alarm which pervaded the metropolis on ac- 
count of the fudden death of the two men employed in the 
Steel Yard to remove fotne prize cotton ; an alarm which 
not without difficulty was removed.

All veflcls, perfons, and goods, coming 
from places fiibjedl to the plague, to perform 
quarantine, according to order of council, 
publifhed in the Gazette. 

Ships infedted with the plague to the north- 
ward of Cape Finifterre are to proceed to New 
Grimtby, or St. Helen’s Pool *, in the Iflands 
of Scilly, and there give notice to fome officer 
of the cuftoms, who is to acquaint the officer 
of the cuftoms of fome port in England there- 
with, and fuch officer is diredted to fend in- 
telligence to one of the fecretaFies of ftate* 
that proper meafures may be taken in regard 
tc the fhips or vctfels fo infedted. The fhip or 
lliips are to remain in the faid iflands of Scilly* 
until his Majclty’s pleafure be known. But in 
cafe the matter of a fhip fo infedted cannot 
make Scilly, or be forced by ftref3 of weather 
to run into either of the Channels, he is upon

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no account to enter into any port, but remain 
in fome open road till he receives orders from 
the privy council, and muft take care to pre- 
vent any perfons from going out of the mip, 
and avoid all intercourfe with other {hips or 
perions. The mafter, or any perfon on board, 
,who is difobedient herein, fhall be adjudged 
guilty of felony, and fuffer death without be- 
nefit of clergy ; to be tried in the county where 
fuch offence is committed, or elfc in the 
county where the offender fhall be appre- 
hended. 

The principal officer of the cuftoms, or per- 
fon authorized to fee quarantine performed, is 
to examine into the ftate of fhips coming into 
port when any country has the plague, or when 
the king’s order concerning quarantine is 
made; and if it (hall appear that any perfon 
then on board fuch {hip is actually infected 
with the plague, it may be lawful for officers 
of king's fhips, forts, or garrifons, and other 
officers whom it may concern, upon notice 
given to them, to oblige fuch {hip to go to the 
place that is appointed for performing quaran- 
tine, and to ufe all neceflary means for that 
purpofe, whether by firing guns upon her or 
other kinds of force. The mafter of fuch {hip 
coming from any place vifited by the plague, 
or having any perfon on board actually infect- 
ed, and concealing the fame, fhall be adjudged 
guilty of felony, and fuffer death without be- 
nefit of clergy ; and fuch mafter, not making 
a true difeovery in other particulars, {hall for- 
feit 200I. for every offence, one moiety of 
which to the king, and the other to the perfon 
that fhall fue for the fame.

The feveral aCts of parliament pafled on different occa- 
fions for the increale and encouragement of feamen in his 
Majefty’s Navy, have greatly tended to augment the ma- 
rine force of this realm : upon which the fecurity of thefe 
kingdoms, and the fupport and prcl'ervation of their trade 
and commerce do immediately depend. The increafing 
ilrength of our Navy having at different times made many 
additional alterations neccflary, to the Ample fyftem origi- 
nally eltablifhed in its infancy for the payment of feamen’s 
wages ; and the feveral aCts pafled in the reigns of King 
William, Queen Anne, and George the Firft, having 
been found by experience in a great meafure ineffectual 
to anfwer the benevolent purpofes of protection and en- 
couragement for which they were intended, it therefore, 
in the year 1758, excited the attention of Mr. Grenville, 
then Trcafurcr of the Navy, to prepare a bill for the con- 
fi deration of parliament, which had for its objeCt the re- 
pealing of former aCts refpeCting the payment of feamen’s 
wages in the Navy *, and conl'olidating more effica- 
cioufly the benefit and protection for which they were in- 
tended : as well as eilablifhing tome new regulations 
which time and circumftances appeared neccflary to fug- 
geft. This bill accordingly pafled into a law *, and is en- 
titled, “ An ACt for the Encouragement of Seamen em- 
ployed in the Royal Navy, and for eilablifhing a regular 
Method, for the punctual, frequent, and certain Payment 
of their Wages, and for enabling them more eafily and 
readily to remit the fame for the Support of their Wives 
and Families, and for preventing Frauds and Abufes at- 
tending fuch Payments.” By this aCt feamen, either at 
home or on foreign fervice, were provided with the means 

r 0 
• 31 Cco. II c. 10. 
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of remitting by bill a part of their wages for the fupport of 
their wives and families. Tickets were made out and 
tranfmitted to the Navy Office, which enabled their rela- 
tions to receive immediately the wages of fuch as died 
abroad. , Such modes were preferibed for witneffing the 
powers made by. feamen, as were expected to put a flop 
to fraud and forgery ; and the great objedt of all the regu- 
lations which it efiablifhed and embraced, appears to have 
been to remove the difficulties, delays, and difappoint- 
ments, which feamen and their reprefentatives encounter- 
ed prior to that period in recovering the wages to which 
they were jutlly eutitlcd. This adt accordingly became 
the foundation of the fyftem upon which Teamen’s wages 
have fince been paid. But after the experience of many 
years, more efpecially towards the conclufion of the late 
war, it was found, that the mode eftablilhed for making 
and witnefling powers of attorney, and the want of proper 
regulations refpedting Teamen’s wills, were infufficient to 
guard againft imposition and forgery ; which for fome 
years after the conclufion of the war had become fo much 
the pradtice among feamen, that fums to a large amount 
were annually paid to fidtitious authorities ; by which the 
public fuffered in the firft inftance, and in the focond in- 
dividuals, who incurred heavy expences in proving the 
exiftence of forgeries in order to fubftantiatc their own 
claims. Seamen were opprefied and dilgufted by the dif- 
appointments they experienced, on finding their wages paid 
tothofe who had no authority from them ; and the facility 
with which impofitions were pradtifed, was the occafion of 
many perfons fuftering public punifhments, by tempting 
them to commit frauds which appeared cafy in the execu- 
tion: To remove thefe evils a bill was in the year 1786 
introduced into parliament by Mr. Dundas, pftablilhing 
fpeclfic modes for executing wills and powers of attorney 
in every fituation in which a feaman could be placed, and 
appointing an officer exprefsly for the purpofc of examining 
and enquiring into the authenticity of thefe inftruments : 
this was entitled *, — “ An Adt ror the further preventing 

• 26 Geo. III. 6. 
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Frauds and Abufes attending the Payment of Wages, 
Prize Money, and other Allowances due for the Service of 
Petty Officers and Seamen on board any of his Majefty’s 
Ships.” The regulations contained in this adt relative to 
making wills and powers were eafy in the execution, and 
by the experience of upwards of twelve years have been 
found nearly complete in their effedt, having effedtually 
flopped that fyftcm of fraud and impofition which had waft- 
ed the public money, diftrefled individuals, and created 
much difeontent and diflatisfadtion among the inferior 
clafles of the Navy. Mr. Dundas upon longer acquaint 
tance with the different modes of payment pradtifed in his 
office, found that the manner of witneffing feamen’s wills 
and powers was not the only point in which the adt of 
3 1 Geo. II. c. 10. would admit of being amended ; but by 
the effedt of proper regulations a wide field was left for 
improvement, and much was ftill poffible to be added to 
the comfort and convenience of teamen and their families, 
without increafing the expences of the public. 

With thele laudable impreffions Mr. Dundas, in the 
fefiioh of 1 792 * brought forward three feparate bills, which, 
from the liberal and benevolent objedts of improvement 
they embraced, met with no difficulty in palling. Tfre 
firft was entitled -)-, “ An Adt for explaiqirig and amend? 
ing an Adt pafied in the a6th Year of the Reign of his 
prefent Majcfty, and for further extending the Benefits thereof 
to Petty Officers and Seamen , Non-commiffioned Officers of Ma- 
rines, and Marines Jervinx, or who may have ferved on 
board any of his Majefty's Ships the principal objedts of 
which are, — ift. Extending to marines ferving in the Navy 
the liberty of remitting a part of their wages to their fami- 
lies ; to allow them the privilege of being paid by tickets, 
and other advantages afforded by the adt of 31 Geo. II. to 
Seamen only : id. Enabling feamen who may be removed 
abroad from one fhip to another, and perhaps afterwards 
to a third or fourth, to receive upon their arrival at any 
port in England, where wages arc paid, all the pay tq

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which they are entitled for their pafl fervices ; to empower 
fuch as are xKfabled in the fervice to receive their pay from 
the revenue officer neareft .to the place where they arrive, 
or where they relide, without obliging them to travel, as 
has hitherto been the cafe, from a remote part of the king- 
dom to London, to Portfmouth, to Plymouth, or to Chat- 
ham ; and without making them wait till the arrival of the 
different (hips in which they had fucceffively fcrved, which 
might be often kept on foreign fervice for many years ; en- 
abling them likewife to receive their jjay, without waiting 
for the return of their fhips, if leftfonSmore at hofpitals: 
3d. To flop the practice too common with officers of the 
navy, of anticipating their pay, by affigning to agents and 
others, not only fuch part as was due at the time of the 
t ran faction, but alfo fuch as they expected to receive for 
their future fervices ; thereby extending to officers a prin- 
ciple which had been applied by the adt 31 Geo. II. to fea- 
men only : 4th. To flop the practice of taking feamen out 
of the fervice by fraudulent arrefts. Hill continued, notwith- 
ftanding the regulations of former adts : by thofe adts fea- 
men were exempted from arrefts for any fum under 20I. ; 
they were trufted therefore till their debts exceeded that 
amount, and then imprifoned ; by purpofely granting fic- 
titious notes alfo, and procuring themfelves to be arrefted 
thereon, feamen often avoided going on particular duties, 
to the detriment of the public fervice. 

The fecond, entitled *, “ An Adi for explaining and 
amending an Adi pafied in the 26th Year of the Reign of 
his prefent Majcfty, and for further extending the Benefits 
thereof to Petty Officers and Seamen, Non-commiffioned 
Officers of Marines, and Marines ferving, or who may 
have ferved, on board any of his Majefty’s Ships.” The 
objedts of this adt relate principally to the wives, the fami- 
lies, and relations of feamen, enabling them in the mod 
remote fituations to receive their allowances from the pub- 
lic, without the affiftance or interference of agents or attor- 
neys ; and by making the.money pals immediately from the

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public purte into the hands of the party entitled thereto, 
to put a flop to the heavy deductions and abatements which 
are almoft always made when a third perlon is employed : 
this is done by means of remittances, and is alto an exten- 
lion of a principle introduced by former a£ts. Under the 
regulations of this aCl, the widow, the child, the father, 
or other relation, the perfon entitled by will, or even the 
fair creditor of dcceafed teamen, who have fared in the 
navy, has only to make application by letter to the Trea- 
furcr of the Navy, fiating'his connexion or relation to the 
deceafed, and the nature of his expectations from his eftate ; 
and defiring that all the wages and allowances due may 
be remitted to him, at whatever place he finds moft con- 
venient. No acquaintance with the proceedings or forms 
of office is necefiary. In confcquence of the firll applica- 
tion the necefiary papers and vouchers are fent to be exe- 
cuted ; and as foon after as the fteps for examination" can 
be taken, and the juftnefs of the claim is admitted, a bill 
is fent for the clear balance due, payable by the revenue 
officer moft convenient to the party, without fee, deduc- 
tion, or abatement. This aCt eftabliflies feveral regula- 
tions long found necefiary and lecretly praCtifed in the 
payment of the navy, in order to prevent defertions; but 
which, having no other authority than the piaClice of 
office, were incapable of being enforced ; and likewife 
tome falutary regulations relative to the more certain and 
fpcedy payment of prize money, and other regulations. 

The third aCt * extends the benefits of all the former 
acts to feamen and their families who refide in Ireland, 
gives them the fame powers of remitting wages and pen- 
liotis to themfelves and families, and puts them in every 
rcfpeCt upon: the fame footing with leamcn and their fami- 
lies who refide in Great Britain. 

The lad aCt pafied on this occafion, (which, while it is 
moft beneficial to the intereft of that invaluable clafs of 
men for whole benefit it was propofed, combines the wifeft 
policy with that humanity, liberality, <and gratitude, for

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which Great Britain has ever been diftinguifhed towards 
her brave defenders,) is entitled, “ An Adt for carrying 
into Execution his Majefty’s Order in Council of the 3d of 
May 1797, for an Increafe of Pay and Provifions to the 
Seamen and Marines ferving in his Majefty’s Navy ; and 
to amend to much of an Adt made in the 35th Year of the 
reign of his prelent Majefty, as enables Petty Officers and 
Seamen, Non-com miffioned Officers of Marines, and Ma- 
rinos, to allot Part of their Pay for the Maintenance of their 
Wives, Children, or Mothers.” 

This adt is formed upon his Majefty’s order in council 
for an increafe to the allowance of wages and provifions for 
the petty officers, feamen, landftnen, and marines ; and 
for a continuation of the pay of all petty officers, feamen, 
laudfmeu, and marines, who may hereafter be wounded 
in adtion with the enemy, until their wounds thall be heal- 
ed, or fome other provifion (ball be made for them. By 
the firft claufe of this adt the following additions are made 
to the wages— viz, 5s. 6d. per month in addition to the 
wages of the petty officers and able feamen ; an addition of 
4s. 6d. per month to the wages of landfmen ; and to the 
marines when embarked and ferving on board his Majef- 
ty’s (hips, the allowances ufually called confolidated al- 
lowances, made to marines when ferving on thore — viz. 
to ferjeants, corporals, and drummers, at the rate of two- 
pence, and to privates at the rate of two-pence farthing 
per day ; and with refpedt to provifions, the full allowance 
is to be ifl'ued to the crews of his Majefty’s Ihips, with- . 
out any deduction whatloever on account of leakage or 
waftc. 

Thus has the wifdom of the Britiffi Legiflature increafed 
the comforts of feamen as far as relates to wages and pro- 
vifions } but that wifdom ftppped not here, fince by an hu- 
mane regulation we find it enacted in the 2d claufe of this 
adt, “ That all petty officers, able feamen, landfmen, and 
marines, who may hereafter be wounded in adtion with 
the endmy, (hall receive the full amount of their wages and 
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allowances until their wounds (hall be healed ; or until; 
being declared incurable, they (hall receive a pen lion from 
the Cheft at Chatham, or be admitted into the Royal Hof- 
pital at Greenwich.” 

The 3d fedtion empowers the Commiffioners of his Ma- 
jefty’s Navy to diredt the Treafurer of the Navy, or any 
receiver general of land tax, colledlor of cuftoms, or col- 
ledtcr of excife, or clerk of the cheque, to whom an allot- 
ment (hall have been made purfuant to the adt of 35 Geo.IlI. 
c. 28 . to increafethe allowance to the wives or mothers of 
petty officers or feamen, non-comm iffioned officers of 
marines, or marines, in a proportion equal to half the in- 
creafed pay provided by this adt ; and which (hall there- 
upon be paid in the tamo manner as if fuch declaration and 
order of allotment had been originally, according to the 
rate of half the pay of fuch petty officere, feamen, and ma- 
rines, as by this adt is provided. This calculation is 
to be made as nearly equal as may be to half the pay, 
and to be calculated according to a fchedule annexed to 
the adt. 

From the brief view we have given of thisfubjedt, taking 
al(o into contideration the flourifhing (tate of the Navy, it 
may be juflly inferred, that the many falutary laws and 
regulations which have from time to time been wifely 
framed for the encouragement of feamen in the royal navy, 
for their government when on board, and for conferring 
privileges and rewards on them during and after fervice, 
have now been rnifed to an higher degree of excellence 
than is known to other dates s jt is ever confident with the 
fpund policy of a free and maritime nation, mod affidu- 
oudy to continue to cultivate every mcafure, which at the 
fame time that it adds to the comfort of our brave mariners, 
reminds them that their fervices are duly approbated by 
their country.

Every volunteer who {hall enter his name 
with any officer appointed for entering volun- 
teers, {hall be entitled to wages from the date 
of his entry, provided he {hall appear on board 
his (hip within fourteen days thereafter ; if his 
fliip be defiant more than 100 miles, he fhall be 
allowed twenty days to join it, and thirty days, 
if the di fiance exceeds 200 miles ; he fhall 
likewife be entitled to the ufual conduct money 
and two months advance wages at the firft fit- 
ting out of the ffiip, which {hall be paid before 
it proceeds to fea ; and all petty officers, fea- 
men, and marines fhall be entitled to the like 
advance of two months wages, before the ffiip 
they are on board of fhall fail, in cafe they 
ffiould not have received the fame before.

Great Britain where there is a Commifiloner of 
the Navy, fhall immediately lolicit the necef- 
fary fums of money, and caufe payment to be 
made of the wages due, deducting the advance 
money and all defalcations, and leaving always 
the wages due for the laft (lx months, and for 
the time employed in preparing the books, un- 
paid, and no more ; and all the wages due 
upon anv fhip fhall be paid as foon as may be, 
or within two months at fartheft, after the arri- 
val of fuch fhip in port, to be laid up.

Inferior officers, feamen, or marines, fhall 
not be taken out of the fervice for any debt, 
unlefs fuch debt fhall have been contracted be- 
fore they entered the navy, and fhall exceed 
20I. . 

But creditors may file a common appear- 
ance, foas to entitle them to proceed to judg- 
ment and outlawry, and to have an execution 
thereon, except againft the bodies of fuch fea- 
men, &c. 

Receivers of feamen’s wages, taking more 
than fixpence in the pound, fhall, for every 
offence, forfeit 50I. ; and if fuch offender be 
a clerk, officer, or fervant in any office be- 
longing to the navy, he fhall lofc his place, 
and be incapable of holding any place of pro- 
fit in fuch office. 
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Clerks, officers, and fervants in offices be- 
longing to the ravy; taking fees (not allowed 
by the ads of which this is an abftrad) for doing 
any thing directed by the faid ads, (hall be 
fubjed to the fame forfeitures. 

Captains or commanders of fhips are to 
tranfmit, from time to time, to the Navy Board, 
complete pay books, lifts, and tickets, and 
alfo, once in every two months, complete 
mufter-books, under the penalty of forfeiting 
all their wages to the Cheft at Chatham, and 
of being liable to fuch further punifhment as 
a court martial (hall inflid, except in cafes of 
neceflity, to be made appear to the fatisfadion 
of the Lords of the Admiralty. 

The payment of tickets, certificates, or pay 
lifts, fhall not be delayed, though the mufter 
or pay-books be not received by the Commif- 
fioner of the Navy ; but if any error (hould be .

On the death of the wife of any petty officer, 
&c. who refides in Ireland, the fame rules, 
orders, and regulations (hall be obferved with 
refpeCt to the appointment of a proper perfon 
in Ireland to receive the allotment for the 
maintenance of the children as arc before di- 
rected refpeCting the children of fuch petty 
officer, &c. where wives die in Great Britain, 
except that the triplicate of the appointment of 
fuch perfon (hall be tranfmitted to the Com- 
miilioners of the Revenue in Ireland. 

The Trcafurerof the Navy is to pay to the 
Commiffioners of the Revenue in Ireland, or 
their order, fuch fums as they may have paid 
upon account of wages as before directed, 
upon their producing the receipts of ffich wife, 
mother, or perfon appointed as before men- 
tioned, and the certificates of the minifter and 
churchwardens, or elders, to the Commiffion- 
ers of the Navy, they having previously af- 
figned the fame for payment. 

Every fum of money to be paid to litch wife, 
mother, or perfon appointed to receive for the 
ufe of the children, (hall be fully paid without 
any deduction or abatement, or under the pre- 
tence of reimburfement of any expence wbatfo- 
ever, although part thereof may be in fractions 
of the (mailed denomination ; and every per- 
fon withholding any part, under any pretence 
whatfoever, (hall for every fuch offence forfeit 
aol. which (hall be paid to the perfon pretfe- 
cuting for the fame.

1 HE various obftra&ions to navigation, commerce, and 
trade, for the want of regulations relative to Teamen in the 
merchant fervice, and the numerous abufes committed by 
Teamen who had engaged to perform certain voyages, and 
after being fo engaged frequently deferted, and brought 
actions to recover their wages, although they had never 
performed thofe voyages for which fuch wages were to be 
paid; and the great difficulties and expeoces fuftained by 
merchants from the pra<ftice, then too prevalent, of Tea- 
men, after haying in part performed the voyage, and after- 
wards quitting their (hips in foreign parts, in conlequence 
of which fiich (hips were detained for want of hands ; all 
thefe evils. To detrimental to trade and navigation, and 
consequently eflentially definitive to the welfare of the 
Hate, induced the legislature to pafs an at, entitled, 
“ An At for the better Regulation and Government of 
Seamen in the Merchant Service.” By this at eyery Tea- 
man is bound to enter into an agreement in writing, for 
the due performance of his contrat ; and various other 
regulations were alfo made by this and fubfequent ats, re- 
ciprocally for the benefit of the Teaman and his employers—? 
a fund is alfo provided for the fupport of decayed teamen 
in the merchant fervice, and eyery merchant Teaman, who

STRANDED SHIPS AND SALVAGE. 

Reasonable falvage, to be adj ufted by three 
juftices, and to be paid in thirty days ; in de- 
fa alt thereof, the fhip or goods to remain in 
the hands of the officer of the cufloms as a 
fecurity. 

If no claimant appear, the chief officer of 
the cufloms at the neared port to he put in 
poflelfion by three of the neared juftices of the 
peace; and if the goods are not claimed in 
twelve months, to be fold publicly, and the 
money remitted to the Exchequer, for the ufe 
of the owner. Perifhable goods to be fold 
immediately.

The following is an abftrait of a£ts of parliament 
relating to the South Sea Company, as contained in the 
ftatutes relative to the Admiralty. 


South Sea Company veiled with the lble 
trade to America , on the eaji fide from the river whSeaCom- 
Aranoca to the fouthernmoji fiart of Terra del p»ny- 
Fuego, and on the weft fide from Terra del J ** ^ 
Fuego, through the South Seas , to the northern- 
moft part of America , and to all countries, iflands, 
and places within the faid limits which are re- 
puted to belong to Spain, or which fhall here- 
after be difeovered within the faid limits, not 
exceeding three hundred leagues from the conti- 
nent of America , between the fouthernmoji part of 
Terra del Fuego and the northernmojl part of 
America, on the weft fide thereof, except the 
kingdom of Brazil, and fuch other places as are 
in pofteftion of the Portugueze, and of Surinam 
in poflefiion of the States-General. It not 
being intended that the foie trade to any part 
of the eaft fide of America in the pofleffion of 
Portugal or the States-General fhall be granted 
by this a6t ; but it may be lawful for any Bri- 
tifh fubje&s to trade to the faid pofieffions (but 
to no other part within the limits aforefaid), as 
freely in all refpedb as if this a& had not been 
made. 

The Company may have to their own ufc all south s«a Com. 
(hips taken as prizes within the faid limits, by 
their own (hips, or by king’s fhips appointed thrown a*p» 
convoys or otherwife for the defence of the faid wit f lin 
trade, without any account being rendered to j£a* s i. 
his Majefty or any other perion whatfbever; 
lave only that the officers and feamen taking 
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9 Aon. e. *1. faking fuch prize, or affifting in the taking, 
fhall be entitled to fuch (bare thereof as his 
Majcfty (hall think fit and direct by the charter 
of incorporation granted to the company, and 
no other ibare whatfoever. And it fhall be 
lawful for the faid company, and the agents, 
factors, fervants, and others employed by them, 
to feize, by force of arms or otherwife, the 
perfons, {hips, goods, merchandize, belonging 
to any Britilh fubjedts frequenting and trading 
in the South Seas, or other parts or limits 
aforclaid (except the places before excepted), 
and to keep and detain fuch (hips, goods, &c. 
fo feized without any account to be rendered 
thereof as aforefaid, and to fend the perfons of 
fuch Britilh fubjedts fo taken to Great Britain, 
in order to their being profecuted for fuch of- 
fence.

The extenfive demand for every article of Britifti ma- 
nufacture fufficiently demonftrates our commercial fupe- 
riority over every other nation ; our manufactures, there- 
fore, and the lkill of our art ids, is a fpecies of national 
health more valuable than the mines of Peru or Potofi.— 
To export machines, or to feduce artificers, may be con- 
fidered as a national robbery of the word fpecies. In a 
commercial country, therefore, the Legiflature confiders 
this treafure with an eye laudably jealous ; and the follow- 
ing penalties, heavy indeed, but light when compared 
with the national injury which the offence may occafion, 
are infliCted upon thofe perfons who are found guilty of 
exporting tools, or feducing artificers. 


If any perfon fhall contract with, entice, **c«o. j. c.fo> 
perfuade, or endeavour to feduce or encourage '» *• 
any artificer or workman concerned or em- 
ployed in printing callicoes, cottons, muflins, 
or linens of any fort, or in making or preparing 
any blocks, plates, engines, tools, or utenfils 
for fuch manufactory, to go out of Great Bri- 
tain to any parts beyond the feas, he (hall for- 
feit 500I. and be committed to the common 
gaol for the county for twelve months, and 
until fuch forfeiture fhall be paid. 

If any perfon fhall put, or endeavour to put Seft - J» 4* 7* 
on board any fhip, &c. or other veflel, not 
bound direClly to fome port in Great Britain, 
any fuch blocks, plates, engines, tools, or uten- 
fils, or part or parts thereof, exclufive of all 
fuch tools as may be feized by the revenue offi-

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SEDUCING ARTIFICERS, 

If the captain or other officer of any veflel 
in Great Britain or Ireland (hall willingly or 
knowingly permit or fuffer any fuch blocks,

nive at the fame being done, he (hall forfeit 
] ool for every fuch offence. 

And if the (hip or veflel belong to his Ma- 
jefty, the captain or other officer fo permitting, 
flittering, or conniving, (hall forfeit 100I. and 
be incapable of holding any office or coinmil- 
fion under his Majefty. 

And if any officer of his Majefty ’s cuftoms 
(hall take, or knowingly and willingly permit 
or allow, or fuffer to be taken any entry on 
board, or lign any cocket or fufferance for the

&c. or knowingly fuffer the fame to be done, 
he (hall forfeit iool. and be for ever rendered 
incapable of holding any place or employment 
Under his Majefty. 

If any perfon in Great Britain (hall upon any 
pretence whatfoever export, load, or put on 
board, or pack, or caufe or procure to be

The. preamble ftates that confiderable ditad- 
vantages to the trade and port of London arife 
from the circuitous eburfe of the river Thames 
round the Jflc of Dogs.;. and the hrft cnaCimeut 
empowers the,, mayor, aldcrmcp, and com- 
mons, of the cityof London to make a navi- 
gable. canal acrofs the Ifie of Dogs, with proper 
‘.Outs, flood-gates, and other works .adjoining 
* thereto; to communicate with the river Thames 
at Black-wall, and alfo at Limehoufs-bolt, fo as to 
open a navigable courfe, for fliips and other 
veflcls acrofs the liter of Dog's : 

And to build two or more piers within the 
tide-way of the river Thames at Blackwall, and 
two or more piers at Limehouf e-bole, to facilitate 
the entrances into the canal : 

And to fupply the canal with water from the 
. Thames, and, for that purpofe, to make loughs, 
aqueducts, &c. and to cleanfe watcr-courfes, 
and raife the banks thereof, and to build 
bridges, flood-gates, toll-houfes, &c. &c.
